|his  year,  Northwestern  added  over  25  members  to 
its  staff,  including  John  Winston,  who  was  appointed  vice- 
president  of  university  affairs,  and  Chris  Maggio,  who  was 
Promoted  to  director  of  admissions.  Dean  of  Students  Fred 
ulton  was  also  promoted  to  the  new  position  of  Vice  Presi- 
dent of  Student  Affairs. 

As  vice-president,  Winston's  duties  will  include  man- 
agement of  the  university's  physical  plant  and  development  of 
Northwestern's  capital  outlay  request. 

"My  challenge  is  to  maintain  our  physical  plant  and 
make  it  even  better."  Winston  said.  "It's  a  difficult  thing  to  do 
because  my  predecessor,  Dr. -James  Haley,  did  a  beautiful  job. 
This  job  will  be  challenging.  I  hope  to  bring  a  fresh  approach 
to  the  university  and  look  at  things  in  a  way  that  will  help 

Northwestern." 

For  the  past  ]H  years.  Winston  has  been  a  member 
of  t fie  Natchitoches  City  Council  He  has  also  been  chairman 
of  the  board  of  the  Natchitoches  Kconomic  Development 
Corporation  and  Chair  Of  the  Kconomic  Development  Commit- 
tee of  the  Red  River  Waterway  Commission.    Winston  was 

also  appointed  as  a  board  member  for  the  Southwest  Educa- 
tional Developmental  Laboratory. 


Fulton's  areas  of  responsibility  will  include  student  ser- 
vices, auxiliary  services,  University  Police,  student  activities  and 
organizations,  recreational  sports  and  enrollment  services.  Fulton 
earned  his  bachelor's  and  his  master's  in  education  at  Northwest- 
ern and  he  did  additional  post-graduate  work  at  Northwestern, 
McNeese  State  University  and  Northeast  Louisiana  University. 

His  campus  activities  include  serving  as  an  instructor  for 
the  President's  Leadership  Program,  and  being  adviser  for  the 
SGA  and  Blue  Key  National  Honor  Fraternity.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Campus  Affirmative  Action  Committee,  Assessment  Steer- 
ing Committee  and  Calendar  Committee.

Satellite  Classes 

The  interactive  classroom

[ired  of  coming  to  Northwestern  to  take  classes?  Then 
let  Northwestern  come  to  you. 

Sound  strange?  Well  the  idea  is  a  reality,  thanks  to  the 
Louisiana  Instructional  Satellite  and  Telecommunications  Net- 
work at  Northwestern.  LISTN  broadcasts  satellite  classes  to  sites 
throughout  northern  and  central  Louisiana.  The  telecourses  are 
fully-accredited  college  courses  that  are  offered  on  the  Northwest- 
ern campus. 

The  satellite  classes  will  especially  benefit  non-tradi- 
tional and  commuter  students,  according  to  Dr.  Ron  McBride, 
head  of  the  Department  of  Journalism  and  Telecommunications. 
"The  benefit  is  for  people  that  want  to  take  credit  classes  but  don't 
have  the  opportunity  to  come  to  Natchitoches  to  take  the  classes," 
McBride  said.  "With  the  satellite  classes,  students  don't  have  to 
drive  to  Natchitoches.  They  can  take  a  class  right  in  their  own 
back  yard." 

In  the  past,  Northwestern  has  used  LISTN  to  transmit 
classes  in  the  areas  of  math,  history,  English  and  psychology  to 
students  in  a  100-mile  radius.  McBride,  who  assisted  in  the 
development  of  the  idea,  said  it  gives  those  students  who  usually 
would  not  have  time  for  a  class  the  chance  to  gain  college  credit. 

"People  who  want  a  college  education  but  because  of 
family  and  job-related  responsibilities  they  just  don't  have  the 
time,"  McBride  said.  "So  satellite  classes  give  those  types  of 
people  the  opportunity  to  take  the  credit  class  that  they  otherwise 
would  not  have  have  a  chance  to  take." 


Five  classes  are  currently  being  taught  by  Northwest- 
ern faculty. 

McBride  said  that  students  also  benefit  from  actually 
having  Northwestern  professors  teach  the  classes. "The  pur- 
pose of  what  we  do  is  to  take  the  very  best  teachers  and  share 
them  with  virtually  everyone,"  McBride  explained.  "Each 
department  made  a  list  of  its  best  prospects  for  satellite 
teaching.  Then  we  held  screenings  just  like  in  Hollywood." 
Not  every  instructor  is  made  for  satellite  teaching.  Teaching 
on  satellite  is  not  easy;  it  takes  a  special  breed  of  people." 

Not  only  do  the  students  who  are  at  home  taking 
classes  benefit  but  students  who  help  run  the  program  also 
benefit.  According  to  McBride,  the  production  team  for  the 
satellite  classes  consists  of  about  14  broadcast  students.  "The 
merger  of  the  journalism  and  telecommunications  depart- 
ments serves  as  a  working  entity  for  the  students  that  help  to 
air  and  broadcast  the  classes, "McBride  said. 

Although  Northwestern  is  the  first  university  in  the 
state  to  take  such  steps  in  broadcasting  classes,  McBride  said 
that  it  will  soon  catch  on  and  other  universities  will  start 
airing  classes. 

"This  is  the  future,"  McBride  said.  "Within  15  -  20  years 
students  will  be  able  to  dial  up  classes  at  home.  What  we're 
trying  to  do  is  take  the  first  step  to  do  that.  Other  schools  have 
done  things  similar,  but  their  main  objective  was  public 
broadcast  while  our  main  concern  is  education."  ^g

Debate  Team

The  road  to  No.  I 


IN  orthwestern  won  the  Cross  Examination  Debate 
Association  National  Sweepstakes  Championship  last  Spring. 

The  championship  was  awarded  to  the  top  overall 
intercollegiate  debate  program  in  the  country,  and  was  pre- 
sented at  the  National  Championship  Tournament  held  at 
Middle  Tennessee  State  University. 

The  team  won  the  championship  in  just  its  fourth 
year  of  debate  competition.  The  sweepstakes  championship 
is  a  cumulative  award  based  on  a  team's  performance  through- 
out the  debate  season.  Northwestern  finished  the  year  with 
180  points,  the  highest  total  in  CEDA  history.  They  also 
received  the  National  Designate  Sweepstakes  which  was 
presented  based  on  the  best  overall  score  at  a  number  of 
selected  tournaments. 

"Winning  the  national  championship  is  something 
I've  waited  my  whole  life  for,"  Todd  Graham,  Northwestern 
debate  coach,  said.  "It's  a  great  accomplishment  for  North- 
western and  Louisiana.  Most  of  the  coaches  at  the  tourna- 
ment have  told  me  that  this  was  probably  one  of  the  best 
teams  put  together  in  many  years." 

Northwestern  won  the  sweepstakes  award  prior  to 
the  conclusion  of  the  national  tournament,  which  was  the  first 


time  the  sweepstakes  championship  was  awarded  prior  to  the 
conclusion  of  the  national  tournament.  Northwestern's  team 
captured  10  debate  tournaments  during  the  year. 

Two  Northwestern  debate  teams  advanced  to  the  national 
tournament  quarterfinals  before  being  eliminated.  The  senior 
team  of  Sean  Lemoine  of  Pineville  and  Jason  Foote  of  Lafayette 
lost  2-1  to  a  combined  team  from  Kansas  State  and  Michigan 
State.  The  team  of  senior  Buddy  Hays  of  Shreveport  and  sopho- 
more Jason  Trice  of  Edmond,  Okla.,  lost  2-1  to  Missouri-Kansas 
City. 

"Those  were  two  very  bitter  defeats  that  could  have  gone 
either  way,"  Graham  said.  "I  would  liked  to  have  seen  our  seniors, 
Sean,  Jason  and  Buddy  have  a  chance  to  compete  in  the  national 
finals.  But  that  doesn't  take  anything  away  from  our  national 
championship." 

Lemoine  was  named  the  fourth  best  speaker  at  the  tourna- 
ment, Trice  placed  sixth  and  Foote  ranked  12th. 

More  than  300  colleges  and  universities  around  the  country 
participated  in  competitive  intercollegiate  debate.  Approximately 
210  debate  teams  from  95  colleges  and  universities  competed  at 
the  National  Debate  Tournament.

Russell  Renovations 

Students  and  state  pay  the  price  for  updating  Russell  Hall

I  he  Louisiana  State  Legislature  recently  granted  a 
substantial  budget  increase  of  almost  $1.4  million  to  North- 
western to  help  keep  up  with  the  university's  increasing 
growth. 

The  funding  will  go  to  Northwestern's  programs  at 
England  Air  Force  Base  in  Alexandria,  resurfacing  Turpin 
Stadium  and  renovating  some  of  the  older  buildings  on 
campus. 

One  of  the  buildings  currently  undergoing  renova- 
tions is  Russell  Hall,  which  had  been  the  home  of  the  Louisi- 
ana Scholars'  College  until  full-time  construction  work  on  it 
began  in  fall  1994. 

Russell  Hall  is  slated  to  receive  a  total  of  over  $2 
million  toward  renovations,  according  to  Loren  Lindsey, 
director  of  the  Northwestern  physical  plant. 

Although  part  of  the  renovations  began  last  spring. 
students  were  still  able  to  attend  classes  in  the  building. 
However,  when  the  construction  went  into  full  scale  this  fall, 
both  the  classes  and  the  faculty  offices  were  relocated  to  other 
buildings  on  campus,  including  the  Home  Economics  build- 
ing and  Kyser  Hall. 

The  relocation  has  caused  some  problems  for  both 
Scholars'  and  Northwestern  students  alike. 

Some  Northwestern  classes  which  have  been  tradi- 
tionally located  in  Kyser  Hall  were  moved  without  notice  in 


order  to  make  room  for  the  Scholars'  classes. 

"Because  of  the  renovations,  I  was  forced  to  take  a 
Northwestern  English  class  across  campus  in  the  TEC,"  said 
Marc  Kimbal,  a  sophomore  from  Cutoff.  "I  feel  that  this  is  wrong. 
I  shouldn't  be  forced  to  go  out  of  my  way  for  an  English  class  which 
was  originally  scheduled  for  Kyser  Hall  because  of  the  Scholars' 
College." 

Scholars'  students  are  also  aware  of  the  problems  that 
the  move  has  created. 

"It  is  inconvenient  not  only  for  us,  but  other  Northwest- 
ern students,  to  be  shoved  into  Kyser  Hall  together,"  said  Jamie 
Cheramie,  a  Scholars'  College  freshman.  "It  is  crowded  enough  in 
there;  then  to  have  us  makes  it  worse." 

Another  problem  that  has  increased  with  the  relocations 
has  been  the  ever  escalating  parking  problem  at  Northwestern. 
Now  that  a  majority  of  the  university's  population  is  focused 
centrally,  the  battle  for  spaces  closer  to  classrooms  has  intensi- 
fied. 

These  problems  will  not  be  solved  until  the  project, 
which  was  originally  scheduled  to  take  only  around  six  months, 
is  completed.  Unfortunately  for  students,  current  projections  for 
completion  say  that  the  renovation  may  not  be  finished  for 
another  year  or  more.  Until  then,  both  Northwestern  and  Schol- 
ars' College  students  will  have  to  make  the  best  of  the  limited 
space  they  share. ^$

ISGP  Classes 

Intensive  summer  classes  offer  quick  degrees

|  eavy  workloads  and  having  children  were  some  of 
the  obstacles  that  once  hindered  students  from  obtaining 
master's  degrees--but  not  anymore. 

For  the  second  year,  students  had  the  opportunity  to 
earn  a  graduate  degree  in  just  two  summers  through  the 
intensive  summer  graduate  program  offered  at  Northwestern. 
Until  Northwestern  began  its  program,  the  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi  was  the  only  other  university  to  offer  an 
intensive  summer  graduate  program.  Through  this  type  of 
program,  students  were  able  to  complete  24  semester  hours  of 
course  work  in  just  20  weeks  during  two  10-week  summer 
•ns. 

"The  essence  of  its  [intensive  summer  graduate  pro- 
gram] uniqueness  is  that  we  offer  the  course  work  when  the 
students  are  available."  said  Dr.  Anthony  J.  Scheffler.  assis- 
tant dean  of  graduate  studies  and  program  director  of  the 
summer  graduate  program.  "Other  universities  expect  the 
students  to  be  available  for  the  course  work.  There  are  no 
universities  that  can  guarantee  available  course  work  at  a 
certain  time.  It  is  a  risk  on  the  university's  part  to  say  come 
one  or  come  100  this  course  will  still  be  there." 

This  past  year,  the  program  attracted  graduate  stu- 
dents from  20  states  around  the  nation  as  well  as  from 
Canada,  Japan,  Holland.  Panama  and  Burma.  Overall,  nearly 
160  students  participated  this  summer. 


"All  of  the  people  [students]  are  working  professionals," 
Scheffler  said.  "Many  have  families.  The  average  age  of  each 
student  is  over  36.  They  essentially  put  everything  aside  to 
pursue  a  degree.  That's  a  big  commitment  with  family  and 
professional  obligations. 

Usually,  students  pursuing  a  graduate  degree  outside  the 
summer  program  have  to  take  classes  for  two  to  four  years  to 
complete  the  course  work.  Completing  the  degree  in  just  two 
summers  gave  students  more  opportunities  to  pursue  their 
careers  without  having  to  leave  for  a  long  period  of  time. 

However,  some  have  doubts  if  the  program  is  effective  in 
two  summers.  Scheffler  said  the  experience  is  "much  richer." 
despite  the  rapid  completion  of  course  work. 

This  past  summer  the  program  offered  graduate  degrees  in 
educational  administration,  educational  supervision,  counsel- 
ing and  guidance,  sports  administration,  educational  technol- 
ogy, special  education-generic,  secondary  English  education, 
elementary  teaching.  English  writing  and  linguistics.  English 
literature,  music  and  art. 

Some  degrees  required  up  to  33  or  36  hours  for  completion, 
such  as  a  specialist's  degree  in  education.  Therefore,  some 
students  were  expected  to  complete  six  semester  hours  of  ap- 
proved transfer  credit  from  an  accredited  institution.  Others 
required  a  six-hour  internship,  ss 
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"  It's  a  great  way  to 
travel,  sort  of  like 
living  in  a  hotel."

Jim  Halsell 

Astronaut  gives  insight  into  technology

/\s  part  of  the  Distinguished  Lecture  Series,  Astro- 
naut James  Halsell  Jr.  addressed  the  objectives  of  his  recent 
mission  on  space  shuttle  Columbia. 

Halsell  was  a  pilot  on  STS-65  when  the  seven-member 
crew  aboard  Space  Shuttle  Columbia  departed  from  the 
Kennedy  Space  Center  on  July  8,  1994.  He  described  the 
purpose  of  the  mission  as  carrying  out  various  experiments  in 
the  fields  of  material  and  life  sciences  that  could  eventually 
benefit  mankind. 

"Time  went  fast,"  he  said  jokingly.  According  to 
Halsell,  Columbia  traveled  at  a  height  of  162  nautical  miles 
along  the  Earth's  circular  orbit  and  achieved  an  orbiting  speed 
of  five  miles  per  second.  He  said  that  the  takeoff  used  more 
than  seven  million  pounds  of  thrust. 

Once  they  were  on  their  journey,  Halsell  said  that 
their  main  objective  was  research  and  experimentation,  and 
they  devoted  over  75  percent  of  their  time  in  space  to  just  that. 

One  of  their  experiments  involved  comparing  animals 
remaining  weightless  to  those  placed  in  a  centrifuge  generat- 
ing one  g  force.  According  to  Halsell,  the  team  observed  fruit 
flies,  jellyfish  and  goldfish  since  they  have  inner  gravity 
receptors  in  their  inner  ears. 

In  other  studies,  the  astronauts  compared  animal 
offspring  from  salamanders  and  newts  to  those  born  on  Earth 
and  found  no  substantial  difference.  The  crew  also  examined 
protein  growth  crystals  used  in  experiments  trying  to  find 
possible  cures  for  diseases  such  as  AIDS. 


According  to  Halsell,  the  team  was  able  to  take 
over  4,000  pictures  of  Earth  using  color  visual  and  color 
photographs.  Through  the  photographs,  the  astronauts 
witnessed  the  effects  of  farmers  burning  crops  in  prepa- 
ration for  upcoming  seasons,  saw  Hurricane  Amelia 
when  the  shuttle  flew  over  the  eye  of  the  storm,  and  they 
observed  meteors  entering  Earth's  atmosphere. 

"It's  a  great  way  to  travel,"  Halsell  said,  adding 
that  the  experience  was  "sort  of  like  living  in  a  hotel." 
But  some  of  rules  of  hotel  living  don't  apply  in 
space,  such  as  "let  the  maid  pick  it  up  for  you." 

"Actually,  cleanliness  is  important,  because  if 
you  drop  something  in  space,  it  doesn't  just  land  —  it 
floats  around,"  Halsell  said. 

According  to  Halsell,  trash  goes  into  thick  plastic 
bags  that  astronauts  seal  and  place  under  the  floor.  He 
said  that  the  astronauts  take  sponge  baths  and  use 
waterless  shampoo.  They  use  wet  wipes  to  keep  hands 
clean. 

Since  no  gravitational  force  exists  in  space,  as- 
tronauts use  a  technique  for  using  the  bathroom  called 
the  "Conrad  bounce"  to  separate  waste  from  the  body 
while  the  suction  pump  on  the  toilet  packs  the  waste 
into  a  canister. 

Halsell  told  students  that  the  benefits  of  the  trip 
far  outweighed  the  disadvantages  such  as  the"cramped " 
living  conditions.  ^^

Handicap  View 

Dealing  with  Northwestern  on  crutches  is  and  isn't  easy

Cveryday  many  students  get  take  out  orders  in  the  cafete- 
ria and  dash  back  to  their  dorms  in  the  rain,  never  realizing  that  they 
have  taken  their  abilities  for  granted. 

Eric  Williams  is  a  senior  business  major  and  has  lived  the 
past  10  years  of  his  life  on  crutches.  He  was  born  with  one  leg  shorter 
than  the  other  and  the  medical  equipment  used  to  correct  his 
problem  was  too  painful  for  him  as  a  child.  Now  Williams  adjusts 
with  the  help  of  his  crutches,  but  he  faces  daily  obstacles  on  campus. 

"When  it  rains  is  probably  the  worst  situation  because  the 
floors  get  slippery  and  with  crutches,  you  kind  of  have  to  watch 
where  you  walk,"  Williams  said. 

His  worst  experience  was  falling  in  the  rain.  Now  he  often 
faces  that  fear  in  the  Student  Union,  where  heavy  foot-traffic  tracks 
in  water  from  outside  during  storms. 

"You  go  get  something  to  eat  and  you're  carrying  it  back  but 
it's  raining,"  Williams  added.  "You  have  to  walk  extra  slow  and 
watch  where  you  walk  because  the  floors  are  real  slippery." 

Getting  out  of  the  Union  is  only  half  of  the  battle  for 
Williams.  Since  drinks  can't  be  carried  safely  and  the  food  carton 
won't  fit  in  his  bag,  Williams  has  to  find  a  way  to  hold  these  items 
while  walking  back  to  his  dorm  in  the  rain. 

"Because  of  the  crutches  I  kind  of  lean  over  and  if  I'm  not 
careful  the  carton  will  open  and  water  will  get  in  my  food,"  Williams 
said. 

"This  summer  I  would  carry  bottles  of  Snapple  in  a  bag," 
Williams  said.  "Because  of  the  rain  the  bag  would  get  wet  and  break 
and  the  bottles  would  shatter  on  the  ground.  That  happened  to  me 
several  times." 

Despite  complaints  in  the  Current  Sauce  from  students  who 
feel  that  cars  on  campus  drive  too  fast,  crossing  the  streets  is  not  a 
problem  for  Williams. 


"They  usually  stop  for  me  and  I  haven't  had  any 
problems  with  it,"  Williams  said. 

What  Williams  does  have  a  problem  with  is  the  small 
number  of  handicapped  parking  spaces  available  in  campus. 
Boozman  Hall  has  only  one  designated  parking  area  and 
Kyser's  lot,  event  the  handicapped  spaces  are  often  full. 

Williams  has  a  mobile  handicapped  sign  instead  of  a 
handicapped  license  plate.  The  sign  is  convenient,  but  some 
campus  police  officers  don't  recognize  it. 

"One  day  I  parked  at  the  Union  in  a  handicapped 
parking  space  and  I  put  the  sign  on  my  front  dashboard," 
Williams  said.  "The  cop  put  a  ticket  directly  on  top  of  the  sign." 

"I've  gotten  tickets  when  I  forgot  to  put  the  sign  in  my 
window.  I  know  I  was  in  the  wrong  for  that  one,"  Williams 
added. "But  he  [the  officer]  didn't  even  take  the  time  to  look  at 
the  sign  on  my  dashboard." 

Not  all  of  Williams'  experience  with  his  crutches  have 
been  drawbacks.  A  vocational  rehabilitation  scholarship  pays 
for  all  of  his  school  expenses  and  people  generally  give  him 
extra  attention. 

"Because  I'm  on  crutches  I  try  not  to  play  on  people's 
sympathy,"  Williams  said.  "My  mother  always  taught  me  not 
to  do  that,  but  you  do  get  special  privileges." 

"When  I  went  to  Astroworld  this  summer  I  got  to  ride 
everythingtwice,"  Williams  explained.  "Since  I  was  on  crutches 
they  let  me  enter  every  ride  through  the  exit  ramp.  Lots  of 
people  were  mad  but  it's  what  they  told  me  to  do." 

Williams  is  vice  president  of  SAB  and  a  member  of 
Blue  Key  Honor  Society.  Getting  involved  with  Northwestern 
activities  has  been  an  enjoyable  experience,  but  he's  ready  to 
graduate  and  later  attend  graduate  school. ^S 
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"I  think  it's  a  major

Students  prepare  for  tourism  industry  as  part  of  new  program

O  tudents  are  now  able  to  learn  more  about  the  fine 
art  of  making  people's  vacations  go  a  lot  smoother  through  a 
new  degree  program-hospitality,  management  and  tourism- 
-offered  through  Northwestern. 

According  to  Pat  Pierson,  coordinator  of  the  newly 
formed  Department  of  Family  and  Consumer  Services,  the 
new  degree  prepares  graduates  for  employment  in  some  of 
the  world's  fastest  growing  industries  and  provides  training 
for  management  positions  in  restaurants  and  food  service, 
hotels  and  lodging,  commercial  recreation  and  travel-related 
buaini 

Northwestern  established  the  hospitality,  manage- 
ment and  tourism  degree  separately  from  the  general  home 
economics  degree  because  of  employment  opportunities  and 
new  career  fields  that  will  soon  become  available  to  gradu- 
al i-.- 

Pierson  said  student  response  to  this  new  degree 
baa  been  excellent. 

With  everything  that's  happening  in  Natchitoches 
and  with  tourism,  it's  a  natural  fit,"  she  said. 

Pierson  added  that  this  type  of  degree  program  is 
one  that  will  be  demanded  in  the  future  because  of  the 
increased  awareness  of  travel  and  tourism  in  the  entire 
United  States  region.  "We've  had  a  lot  of  students  express 
interest  and  many  restaurants  and  hotels  would  call  us  or 
new  gradual. 

So  far.  24  students  have  enrolled  in  the  degree. 
Pierson  Bald  8S  more  students  discover  this  new  major  and 
the  need  for  trained  people  in  this  area,  enrollment  will 
increa 


"I  think  it's  a  major  for  the  21st  century,"  Pierson  said. 

The  idea  of  a  specialized  program  such  as  this  one  did  not 
create  itself  over  night.  Pierson  said  she  began  looking  into  the 
possibility  of  beginning  a  hospitality  and  tourism  degree  at 
Northwestern  about  1  1/2  years  ago.  While  researching  and 
finding  out  more  information  about  the  degree,  Pierson  found 
76,000  annual  management  positions  available  and  only  60,000 
students  enrolled  in  the  degree  throughout  the  nation. 

"There  was  a  need  for  more  programs,"  she  said.  "It's  a 
program  a  lot  of  students  can  grab  on  to  and  it's  a  fun  curriculum." 

The  program's  three  areas  of  emphasis  include  recreation 
administration,  travel  and  tourism,  and  hospitality  services. 

Recreation  administration  prepared  graduates  for  a  variety 
of  commercial  recreational  settings  and  management  positions  in 
state  and  national  parks,  theme  parks,  recreational  parks  and 
many  other  jobs  with  a  recreational  theme. 

Incorporating  a  strong  history  background,  travel  and  tour- 
ism includes  basic  courses  in  travel  and  tourism  designed  for 
those  students  who  wish  to  work  for  airlines,  travel  agencies, 
visitor  bureaus,  historic  museums  and  related  fields. 

The  hospitality  emphasis  includes  a  strong  emphasis  on 
food  service  and  institutional  management.  This  curriculum 
prepares  graduates  for  management  jobs  in  such  careers  as 
restaurant  and  hotel  management,  and  school  and  hospital  ser- 
vice. 

As  of  now,  one  new  faculty  member  has  been  added  to  the 
program.  Jim  Esco  holds  a  master's  degree  in  hotel  and  restau- 
rant management  from  Michigan  State  University.  Pierson 
hopes  more  professors  will  be  added  in  upcoming  semesters.  ^

Journalism  Day 

High-tech  conference  attracts  several  successful  alumni

tach  fall,  Northwestern 's  Department  of  Student  Pub- 
lications hosts  a  day  for  high  school  students  to  visit  the  Univer- 
sity and  become  acquainted  with  the  department. 

This  year,  guest  speakers  from  local  television  stations 
and  newspapers,  including  some  Northwestern  alumni,  came  to 
answer  questions  about  the  fields  of  print  journalism,  broadcast 
journalism,  photography  and  public  relations. 

The  sessions  began  in  Studio  A,  Kyser  Hall,  with  the 
introduction  of  the  keynote  speaker,  1982  Northwestern  gradu- 
ate, Gary  Fields.  Fields,  a  Pulitzer  prize  nominee  for  his  story  on 
the  murder  of  Michael  Jordan's  father,  spoke  on  his  fascination 
with  his  field  and  the  troublesome  experiences  he  has  encountered 
while  at  his  current  job  with  USA  Today. 

Fields,  who  has  covered  stories  from  the  Los  Angeles  riots 
to  troubles  in  Haiti,  gave  students  tips  on  being  successful  in  their 
journalism  career.  He  stressed  the  importance  of  being  competi- 
tive and  having  a  good  knowledge  of  computers. 

"Be  computer  literate,"  Fields  said.  "Know  your  stuff, 
and  let  it  be  known  you  don't  have  to  go  to  a  school  like  Harvard 
to  be  competitive." 

After  Fields'  opening,  the  students  were  given  a  choice  of 
seminars  to  attend  that  focused  on  the  many  aspects  of  journal- 
ism. 

Students  could  chose  from  seminars  by  representatives 


from  Taylor  Publishing  and  Isle  of  Capri  Casino;  one  by  Teddy 
Allen,  columnist  for  the  Shreveport  Times  ;  a  photography 
seminar  hosted  by  Dr.  Ron  McBride,  director  of  the  Department 
of  Journalism  and  Telecommunications;  and  a  broadcast  semi- 
nar hosted  by  KTBS-Shreveport  television  reporter,  Jeff  Brady. 

The  seminar  hosts  urged  students  to  ask  questions  and 
openly  told  the  students  about  everything  from  story  assign- 
ments to  income. 

After  the  two  sessions,  the  students  were  then  led  back 
into  Studio  A  where  Northwestern  alumna,  Marlene  Hilton,  of 
KALB-TV  in  Alexandria,  closed  the  session  with  a  speech  about 
the  televised  suicide  of  Paul  Broussard,  on  Sept.  15.  Hilton  felt 
it  was  important  for  the  students  to  understand  that  journalists 
also  face  ethical  dilemmas. 

Hilton  questioned  perspective  journalists,  by  asking 
"Journalists  of  the  90's  have  the  technology  to  bring  the  news  to 
viewers  live,  so  where  do  we  draw  the  line?" 

In  her  closing,  Hilton  summed  up  what  journalism  is 
all  about  when  she  said,  "journalism  can  be  a  lot  of  fun,  but  is  also 
a  lot  of  hard  work  and  most  of  the  time  there  is  no  reward.  There 
are  times  when  a  story  comes  along  whether  or  not  you  like  it, 
whether  or  not  it  is  good  news  or  bad  news,  whether  or  not  you 
agree  with  what  happened  some  times  it  is  enough  just  to  be 
there  and  to  be  able  to  say  that  you  were  a  part  of  it."  ?^r

Faculty  Fun 

Professors  do  more  than  teach

You  see  them  every  day  and  only  think  of  them 
as  teachers.  There  is  more  to  the  faculty  at  Northwest- 
ern than  just  grades  and  exams,  though. 

Those  who  comprise  the  Northwestern  faculty  enjoy 
other  things  besides  teaching.  Some  have  hobbies  and  talents 
that  they  partake  in  after  a  hard  day's  work  on  campus. 

One  such  professor  is  Dr.  Joel  Worley.  A  business 
professor  who  teaches  mostly  senior-level  management 
courses,  Worley  possesses  a  talent  for  the  art  of  acupressure. 

He  said  that  acupressure  is  a  natural  born  ability 
that  he  has  developed  and  mastered.  Worley  has  been  in- 
volved with  acupressure  for  about  45  years. 

"It's  more  of  a  natural  born  ability  or  talent  than  a 
hobby,"  Worley  said.  Acupressure  is  an  ability  that  Worley 
has  practiced  since  he  was  12-years-old.  He  got  his  start  by 
simply  giving  massages  to  his  family. 

As  Worley  continued  to  massage,  he  could  feel  pain 
and  sore  spots  in  people.  Worley  has  never  taken  any  courses 
in  acupressure.  He  has  learned  the  art  naturally  and  while  on 
travels  to  Japan  and  Thailand  during  his  tour  in  the  Navy.  He 
also  holds  a  large  collection  of  books  on  the  profession. 

"Acupressure  (also  called  reflexology  or  shi-atsu) 
presses  and  stimulates  reflex  points  in  the  body,"  Worley 
explained.  "It  relieves  pain  in  areas  of  soreness  throughout 
the  body.  There  are  reflex  points  in  the  hand,  foot  and  ear  that 
can  affect  the  whole  body." 

Worley's  talent  does  not  go  unnoticed.  He  has  re- 
ceived calls  from  chiropractors  to  help  with  patients  and  has 
even  had  to  relieve  pain  for  medical  doctors. 

According  to  Worley,  his  natural  born  ability  does 


keep  him  busy. 

"I  usually  do  at  least  one  person  every  day,  whether  it 
be  faculty  or  friends." 

Worley  does  not  even  charge  for  his  services.  He  has 
applied  acupressure  at  his  home  as  well  as  in  his  office  located 
in  Morrison  Hall.  Worley  has  relaxed  such  aches  as  stiff  necks 
and  sore  backs,  but  the  most  common  complaint  he  has  dealt 
with  is  headaches. 

Another  professor  on  campus  takes  her  hobby  more 
seriously  than  others.  Dr.  Sara  Burroughs,  an  English  profes- 
sor, enjoys  bicycling.  Though  bicycling  does  not  sound  that 
serious  to  the  unexperienced,  Burroughs  has  bicycled  all  over 
the  United  States  and  Europe  as  part  of  many  different  bicylce 
tours  offered  through  different  bicycle  clubs. 

Burroughs,  who  is  a  member  of  the  League  of  American 
Wheelmen  and  the  Houston  Bicycle  Club,  has  been  riding  her 
bike  seriously  since  1975.  She  has  gone  on  bike  tours  in  states 
such  as  Oklahoma,  Wisconsin,  Texas,  New  Mexico,  Washington 
and  California. 

Burroughs  says  she  averages  about  60-70  miles  per 
week.  She  has  compiled  many  miles  over  the  years  through  bike 
riding. 

"I  average  about  3,500  miles  a  year  on  my  bike," 
Burroughs  explained.  "In  1984,  I  made  a  resolution  to  ride  10 
miles  a  day.  I  ended  up  riding  over  5,000  miles  that  year." 

Burroughs  has  also  ridden  in  European  countries  such 
as  Germany,  Scotland ,  France  and  England.  In  1995,  Burroughs 
and  Dr.  Lisa  Wolffe,  a  professor  at  Scholars'  College,  will 
participate  in  a  640-mile  bike  tour  in  southern  France.  ^

Tommy  Lasorda 

Dodgers1  manager  addresses  timely  issues

Cducation  and  self-confidence  were  among  the 
themes  Tommy  Lasorda  addressed  when  he  spoke  as  part  of 
Northwestern's  Distinguished  Lecture  Series. 

Lasorda,  the  manager  of  the  Los  Angeles  Dodgers, 
was  the  second  speaker  the  series  brought  to  campus  this 
semester. 

Lasorda  has  been  at  the  helm  of  the  Dodgers  for  the 
past  1 8  seasons  and  has  been  with  them  as  a  player,  scout  and 
coach  for  45  years.  This  is  the  second  longest  coaching  record 
in  professional  sports. 

In  his  lecture,  Lasorda  stressed  that  education  was 
the  key  for  success  in  the  future  and  talked  about  the  impor- 
tance of  dedication  to  getting  an  education. 

Knowing  what  you  want,  believing  you  can  get  it, 
working  hard  to  accomplish  it  and  making  sacrifices  to 
achieve  the  goal  were  points  Lasorda  stressed  to  the  crowd. 

Lasorda  also  talked  about  his  personal  experience, 
going  from  being  a  third-string  pitcher  on  his  high  school 
team  to  finally  pitching  in  the  major  leagues. 

The  use  of  illegal  drugs  was  also  a  focus  for  Lasorda. 

"I  would  be  remiss  if  I  didn't  tell  the  young  people 
here  not  to  use  illegal  drugs,"  he  said.  "There  are  only  three 
things  they  can  do  to  you.  They  hurt  your  mind,  they  destroy 
your  body  and  lead  you  down  the  path  of  destruction.  When 
someone  offers  you  illegal  drugs,  it  takes  a  better  man  to  look 
him  in  the  eye  and  say  'you've  got  the  wrong  guy'  than  to  take 
the  drugs." 


He  also  said  his  father  was  the  most  influential  person 
in  his  life  and  discussed  the  importance  of  his  family  instilling 
faith  in  God  at  an  early  age. 

"My  dad  was  an  immigrant  from  Italy,"  he  said.  "And 
growing  up  he  always  told  me  'you  live  in  the  greatest  country  in 
the  world.'  My  father  taught  me  more  about  the  philosophy  of  life 
than  any  other  man." 

"I  learned  from  day  one  from  my  parents  that  if  you 
have  faith  in  God,  he'll  have  faith  in  you,"  Lasorda  said.  "And  they 
taught  me  that  just  because  God  delays  does  not  mean  God 
denies." 

After  Lasorda  finished  his  lecture  he  took  a  wide  range 
of  questions  from  the  audience.  The  quick  witted  manager 
entertained  the  crowd  throughout  the  question-and-answer  ses- 
sion. 

The  first  question  he  was  asked  was  how  much  money 
he  made  doing  commercials  for  Slim  Fast. 

"For  the  money  they  paid  me,  I  would  have  taken  a  bath 
in  it  if  they  wanted  me  to,"  he  said. 

A  press  conference  was  held  after  the  lecture  and  later, 
Lasorda  conducted  an  informal  meeting  with  students  at  the 
Cane  River  Room  in  the  Student  Union.  There,  Lasorda  took 
questions  from  the  audience  and  signed  autographs. 

At  age  67,  Lasorda  doesn't  slow  down  much  in  the  off- 
season. He  helps  raise  money  for  college  baseball  programs 
yearly  and  gives  motivational  speeches  across  the  country.  ^$ 
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"My  favorite  socks  are 

missing;  and  when  I  find 

them,  I'll  get  them  off 

that  person's  feet."

Adjusting  to  American  culture  takes  patience  and  an  open  mind

I  orthwestern's  culture  has  become  more  diverse 
thanks  to  the  International  Student  Exchange  Program. 

The  program  offers  American  and  foreign  college  stu- 
dents an  opportunity  to  "swap"  universities  and  sample  other 
cultures.  The  program  has  only  two  prerequisites:  a  student  be 
at  least  a  junior  and  that  they  have  a  2.75  grade  point  average. 

This  fall,  Northwestern  is  hosting  only  one  ISEP  stu- 
dent, Stephen  Dale,  of  London.  Dale  is  in  his  second  year  of 
college  according  to  the  European  system,  but  in  the  American 
system,  he  is  classified  as  a  senior. 

Aside  from  the  classification  difference,  Dale  has  also 
had  to  adjust  to  other  aspects  of  American  colleges. 

"I'm  not  used  to  the  campus  situation,"  Dale  said.  "I  like 
that  everything  is  close  together.  The  facilities  are  all  on  one 
campus,  on  hand." 

Dale  also  found  he  liked  the  variety  of  courses  he  was 
able  to  take.  "I  like  the  choices  of  electives  and  courses,"  he  said. 
"In  England,  I  had  to  take  certain  things." 

He  was  also  pleased  with  his  department.  "I  really  like 
the  psychology  department.  It  is  small  and  personal,"  Dale  said. 

Dale,  like  other  students,  also  likes  to  take  time  to  relax. 
"I  don't  have  time  for  many  extras,"  he  said.  "I  do  play  the  guitar 
and  enjoy  swimming." 

However,  like  a  majority  of  first  year  Northwestern 
students,  he  still  has  some  concerns  about  dorm  life. 

"The  noise  concerns  me,"  he  said.  "And  always  keep  eyes 
on  your  laundry.  My  favorite  socks  are  missing;  and  when  I  find 


them,  I'll  get  them  off  that  person's  feet!" 

Of  course,  there  are  many  differences  between  Loui- 
siana and  London,  including  the  food,  the  weather  and  the 
people. 

Dale  likes  the  weather  here,  as  well  as  the  people.  "I 
like  the  get  up  and  go  attitude,"  he  said.  "The  forwardness  and 
the  hand  shaking  is  nice.  Everyone  is  friendly  and  welcom- 
ing." He  has  also  tried  some  of  the  local  restaurants  and  found 
the  food  to  be  just  fine." 

Although  some  say  the  best  way  to  learn  about  cul- 
ture is  through  television,  Dale  admits  that  he  really  does  not 
watch  very  much.  "I'm  not  much  of  a  TV  person.  When  I  watch 
it,  it  is  too  commercial  and  has  too  many  ads." 

Like  many  seniors,  Dale  is  preparing  to  take  the 
GRE  and  apply  to  graduate  schools.  He  is  considering  North- 
western as  one  of  his  possibilities. 

"Northwestern  is  OK,"  Dale  said.  "I'm  here  for  one 
year  and  maybe  coming  back.  It  depends  on  the  GRE." 

While  most  students  spend  the  Christmas  holidays 
with  their  families  and  loved  ones,  Dale  is  going  to  travel. 

"I  am  going  to  Mississippi,  Florida  and  hopefully 
San  Francisco.  I  am  looking  forward  to  Christmas,"  Dale  said. 

Although  he  has  enjoyed  his  time  at  Northwestern, 
Dale  admitted  there  was  one  thing  that  most  people  would 
not  think  of  that  bothers  him.

National  Center 

Preservation  technology  center  focuses  on  Natchitoches

/\new  addition  to  Northwestern  this  year  is  the  Na- 
tional Historic  Preservation  Center.  The  preservation  center 
is  an  office  of  the  National  Park  Service  and  is  funded  by 
federal  grants. 

According  to  John  Robbins,  director  of  the  new 
facility,  the  center's  goals  are  unlimited  and  will  affect  the 
entire  nation.  "The  true  purpose  of  the  center  is  to  advance 
the  practice  of  historic  preservation  throughout  the  United 
States  as  well  as  internationally,"  Robbins  said. 

Within  the  university,  the  center  has  allied  with  the 
Department  of  History  and  Social  Sciences  to  help  develop  an 
intern  program  for  cultural  resource  management  or  heri- 
tage resources.  On  a  professional  basis,  the  preservation 
center's  primary  function  deals  with  cultural  resource  man- 
agement. 

"We're  sort  of  the  professional  counterpart  to  the 
academic  program  in  the  history  and  social  sciences  depart- 
ment," Robbins  said.  The  center  will  contribute  to  the  intern 
program  by  giving  students  the  opportunity  for  hands-on 
experience  in  the  field  of  heritage  resources. 

Although  the  preservation  center  will  work  less 
locally  and  more  nationally,  it  will  be  doing  research  around 


Natchitoches.  This  is  because  of  the  new  Cane  River  Heritage 
Area  legislation  that  was  passed  in  October.  The  Cane  River 
Heritage  Area  consists  of  properties  located  on  and  around  the 
Cane  and  Red  rivers.  Such  sites  that  will  be  looked  at  by  the  center 
will  be  plantations  and  other  historical  markers  in  those  areas. 

Many  of  the  grant  projects  that  will  be  worked  on  by  the 
preservation  center  and  the  results  of  grants  will  be  distributed 
on  Internet,  a  computer-based  information  system.  By  distribut- 
ing on  Internet,  the  preservation  center  will  be  able  to  share  what 
has  been  found  in  its  research  and  study  of  most  of  its  projects. 

The  center  is  presently  located  in  Kyser  Hall  of  the  North- 
western campus.  However,  the  preservation  center  will  move  into 
the  Women's  Gymnasium,  located  beside  Varnado  Hall,  once  the 
gym  is  restored,  which  is  scheduled  to  take  place  in  two  years. 
Center  administrators  said  that  the  building  will  also  serve  as  a 
training  center  and  research  facility. 

Though  it  started  with  only  two  staff  members  in  early 
October,  the  center  is  officially  in  full  function.  Throughout  the 
year  more  and  more  of  the  staff  chosen  for  the  center  will  arrive. 
The  staff  will  eventually  be  comprised  of  about  30  people  in  the 
next  two  years,  according  to  Robbins.    ggs

Marathon  Man 

Running  for  himself  and  others

r.  Charles  Viers  runs  daily  for  his  health  and  is  now 
training  to  run  for  someone  else's. 

Viers,  a  professor  of  mathematics,  has  been  an  avid 
runner  for  over  20  years  and  has  competed  in  67  marathons, 
including  the  Houston,  San  Antonio,  Austin,  Mardi  Gras  and 
Jackson.  Last  year,  he  placed  first  in  all  the  marathons  he 
competed  in,  except  the  Houston.  He  has  also  competed  in  the 
Boston  Marathon  five  times. 

Viers'  next  goal  is  to  run  in  the  London  Marathon  in  April 
as  a  member  of  Team  In  Training,  which  is  a  program  to  assist 
the  Leukemia  Society  of  America,  in  honor  of  a  local  leukemia 
victim,  Nicole  Campbell. 

Campbell,  diagnosed  at  age  6,  was  treated  for  two  years 
and  eight  months  and  has  been  in  remission  for  the  last  three 
years.  She  currently  lives  about  a  mile  from  Viers,  which  is  one 
of  the  reasons  that  Viers  chose  her. 

Viers  tries  to  keep  track  of  Campbell's  progress  and 
status.  "Nicole  is  doing  really  well,"  Viers  said.  "Aside  from  going 
to  checkups  twice  a  year,  she  and  her  family  have  a  certain  diet 
to  follow." 

Viers  was  attracted  to  the  program  because  of  the  oppor- 
tunity to  give  something  through  his  running. 

"I  enjoy  helping  collect  money  for  a  good  cause  and 
knowing  who  that  money  will  benefit." 


"I"ve  met  and  talked  with  Nicole  on  several  occa- 
sions," he  said.  "I  gave  her  a  t-shirt  to  recognize  that  I'm 
running  for  her  in  the  London  Marathon." 

In  order  to  train  for  the  race,  Viers  will  spend  many 
hours  running.  "In  preparing  for  a  marathon,  I  will  run 
approximately  10  miles  a  day  during  the  week  and  do  a  couple 
of  16  milers  on  the  weekend,"  Viers  said. 

Viers  feels  it  is  important  to  be  very  well  prepared 
for  every  race  he  enters.  "Each  marathon  is  a  challenge.  You 
have  to  approach  your  distance  goals  slowly,"  he  said.  "You 
have  to  adapt  your  body  to  the  distance  of  a  marathon.  It 
takes  time  to  build  up  your  endurance." 

In  order  to  participate  in  the  marathon,  Viers  must 
not  only  train  his  body,  but  also  obtain  a  minimum  of  $2,800 
in  donations. 

The  donations  will  go  to  the  patient  aid  program, 
which  provides  assistance  to  Louisiana  patients  like  Campbell . 
Over  1,500  people  are  currently  registered  with  the  program. 

Viers  said  he  was  "honored"  to  run  on  behalf  of 
Campbell  and  others,  and  looks  forward  to  the  race  for  several 
reasons. 

"It's  for  a  good  cause,  I"ll  get  plenty  of  exercise  and 
be  able  to  see  London  all  in  one  package,"  he  said.*5^

Championship  leaves 
Demons  Oklahoma

the  pla 
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eavy  rain  on  March  1  drenched 
the  playing  field,  but  it  brightened  hori- 
zons for  the  Demon  baseball  team. 

The  rainout  against  Southwest  Texas 
combined  with  McNeese  State's  3-1  loss 
against  Texas-San  Antonio  ended 
Northwestern's  record-breaking  season  but 
secured  an  SLC  championship  title  as  well 
as  a  bid  to  the  Midwest  I  regional  tourna- 
ment. 

Northwestern's  season  was  filled 
with  personal  and  team  victories.  Pitching 
ace  Reggie  Gatewood  threw  a  no-hitter 
that  earned  him  Col- 
legiate Baseball's  Na- 
tional Player  of  the 
Week  status.  Coach 
Jim  Wells  was  voted 
SLC  "Coach  of  the 
Year"  for  the  third 
time.  A  smashing  38- 
3  defeat  of  Loyola- 
New  Orleans  set  team 
records  for  the  most 
runs  scored  in  a  game, 
doubles  in  an  inning 
(4),  and  doubles  in  a 
game  (9).  The  season 
ended  with  a  record 
41  victories,  first 
place  in  the  SLC 
championship  tour- 
nament and  a  na- 
tional ranking  of  32nd,  accordingto  Collegiate  Baseball  Magazine. 
Uncertain  of  their  bid  to  any  regional  competition,  they  still 
practiced  following  their  loss  of  the  Southland  Conference  tourna- 
ment and  the  close  of  the  season.  The  Demons  entered  as  the  fifth 
seed  at  the  NCAA  Midwest  I  regional  competition  with  one  of  the  last  NCAA  at-large 
bids. 

The  NCAA  berth  to  the  Midwest  I  regionals  in  Stillwater,  Okla.,  was  a  welcomed 
surprise  to  the  Demons.  They  expected  to  play  closer  to  home. 

In  its  first  game,  second  seed  and  seventh-ranked  Cal  State  Fullerton  ran  away 
with  the  victory  in  the  eighth  inning  after  Northwestern  committed  six  errors.

The  Demons  lagged  behind  at  1-0 
until  the  fourth  inning,  tying  RBI  from 
Donner.  But  the  Cal  State  Titans  bounced 
back  with  three  runs  in  the  bottom  half. 

By  the  eighth  inning,  Northwestern 
had  only  three  runs  to  the  Titan's  six  after 
a  bases  loaded  assault  that  resulted  in  one 
run.  From  there,  Demon  errors  led  the 
Titans  to  a  hard-fought  victory. 

The  next  day  the  Demons  turned  its 
luck  around  and  won  the  first  ever  regional 
victory  in  Northwestern  baseball  history 
against  Illinois  State. 

Two  leaders  emerged  in  the  game 
against  Illinois.  Reggie 
Gatewood,  who  pitched 
a  complete  game  six  hit- 
ter; and  Marco 
Guajardo,  who  knocked 
a  right  field  three-run 
homer,  gave  the  Demons 
their  initial  lead. 

Coach  Jim  Wells  be- 
lieved that  Gatewood's 
pitching  performance, 
an  errorless  game  and  a 
home  run  from  Guajardo 
was  the  key  element  of 
the  8-2  victory. 

"Well,  we  just  took 
the  game  in  stride," 
Gatewood  said.  "We 
knew  what  we  were  ca- 
pable of  doing." 

Northwestern's  14-9  loss  to  the  Memphis  Tigers  on  May  29  ended 

the  Demons'  first  regional  career  and  topped  off  a  45-15  record 

winning  season.    Northwestern's  first  inning  stance  literally  fell 

when  outfielders  Terry  Joseph  and  Zack  Watts  collided,  causing 

Joseph  to  miss  the  catch.  Facing  an  accident  prone  Demon  defense,  Memphis  gripped 

the  lead  with  three  runs  in  the  first  inning. 

Left  fielder  Robert  Landstad  slipped  in  the  warning  track  and  two  more  Tiger 
runs  slipped  past  the  Demons  in  the  second  inning.  Memphis  led  5-0. 

The  Demons  traded  two  runs  for  two  runs  in  the  fourth  inning  and  shook  their

The  Demons  settled  for  a  1-2  record  at  the  Midwest  I 
regional  tournament  and  its  best  overall  and  conference  record  ever.  Though 
Northwestern's  season  ended  in  defeat,  the  Demons  were,  in  many  respects,  victorious.

he  Lady  Demon  Softball  Team 
started  on  rough  grounds  in  1994,  and 
unfortunately,  as  the  season  progressed, 
the  grounds  did  not  get  much  better.  Al- 
though they  played  hard  and  managed  to 
come  close  in  many  games,  they  were  not 
able  to  pull  together  the  wins  they  needed 
for  a  championship. 

Northwestern's  first  Southland  Con- 
ference win  came  against  Texas-Arlington 
which  was  a  2-0  shut  out.  How- 
ever, in  the  following  weeks, 
Northwestern  could  not  main- 
tain their  momentum  and  were 
defeated  by  USL,  Stephen  F. 
Austin,  and  Centenary.  One 
of  the  few  bright  spots  came 
when  Northwestern  split  a 
series  with  Louisiana  Tech's 
Lady  Bulldogs. 

Northwestern's  victory 
over  Louisiana  Tech  came  with 
extraordinary  style.  The  bases 
were  loaded  and  the  teams 
were  tied  at  0-0  in  the  bottom 
of  the  eighth  when  on  the  1-2 
pitch,  Northwestern's  Amy 
Thomas  was  hit  by  the  pitch. 
Thomas  was  walked  to  first, 
and  the  third  base  player  was 
walked  in  for  the  winning  run. 
This  broke  a  seven-game  los- 
ing streak  for  the  Lady  De- 
mons. 
Northwestern  also  split  a  series  with  Sam  Houston  one  week  later,  which  moved  the 
Lady  Demons  to  4-12  in  conference  play  and  to  8-22  overall.  Kathi  Morales,  who  won  her  first 
game  as  a  pitcher,  also  scored  two  runs  for  the  Lady  Demons. 

They  then  went  up  to  bat  in  a  series  against  Texas-San  Antonio.  Northwestern 
managed  to  come  away  with  half  of  the  series  by  winning  one  game  11-2  over  Texas-San 
Antonio,  moving  Northwestern  to  9-27  over  and  5-17  in  conference  play. 

However,  the  Lady  Demons  struggled  through  its  next  set  of  games  and  were  once  more 
defeated.  Although  the  losses  were  discouraging,  they  took  comfort  in  the  fact  that  both  games 
were  close.  Head  Coach  Ricky  McAlister  tried  to  keep  his  team  motivated. 
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"We  played  well  and 
I'm  very  proud  of  the 

team."

The  Lady  Demons  then 
faced  the  Centenary  team  who 
had  beaten  them  earlier  in 
the  season,  but  this  time 
Northwestern  came  out  on 
top.

Northwestern  lost  the 
first  game  against  McNeese 
State,  but  managed  to  win  the 
second  due  to  a  two-run  homer 
by  Misty  Caraway  and  a  single 
by  Kathi  Morales,  which  en- 
abled the  game  winning  run 
to  come  home.

'he  Lady  Demons  Tennis  Team  definitely  gave  a  new  meaning  to  the  word 
"dominance"  this  season. 

The  Southland  Conference  was  stunned  when  the  Lady  Demons  finished 
with  a  perfect  9-0  record  in  conference  play. 

The  Lady  Demons  returned  all  but  one  of  its  players  for  the  1994  season.  They 
also  added  a  very  dominant  Ljudmila  Pavlov  to  their  roster,  giving  a  new  dimension 
to  the  team.  She  occupied  the  No.  1  singles  in  the  lineup  and  her  play  in  conference 
showed  why  she  was  playing  in  that  spot. 

After  winning  the  regular  season,  the  Lady  Demons  turned  their  sights 
toward  the  SLC  tournament.  Northwestern  led  the  SLC  by  nine  points  going  into  the 
tournament  and  never  looked  back  to  see  who  was  trailing.  The  Lady  Demons  scored 
an  SLC  record  100  points  winningtheir  first  outright  SLC  championship.  Northwest- 
ern brought  home  four  singles  titles  and  a  double  crown.  Pavlov,  ranked  58th  in  the 
nation,  brought  home  the  No.  1  singles  title;  Natalie  Roziers  at  No.  4;  Bianca 

SchoeneckatNo.  5;  and  Christine  Dodge 
at  No.  6.  Pavlov  also  won  a  doubles  title 
with  teammate  Natalie  Opoku. 

The  season  ended  with  a  bang, 
but  the  Lady  Demons  still  had  sur- 
prises ahead.  Head  coach  Patrick 
Dubois  left  Northwestern  to  take  a  full- 
time  coaching  job  at  Texas- Arlington. 
Dubois,  the  SLC's  "Coach  of  the 
Year,"  lead  Northwestern  to  its  first 
conference  title  in  five  years.  Dubois 
has  coached  many  talented  girls  and 
managed  to  recruit  junior  star  Ljudmila 
Pavlov.

lila  Pavlov  has  been  playing  ten- 
years,  but  only  a  year  and  a  half 
been  in  the  United  States. 
~~|v  came  to  the  US  three  semes- 
ters ago  and  is  currently  working  toward 
a  degree  in  computer    information  sys- 
tems. 

Last  year,  Pavlov  became  the  first 
Northwestern  player  to  be  ranked  in  the 
nation  and  was  also  named  Southland 
Conference  Player  of  the  Year.  She  was 
also  instrumental  in  helping  secure  the 
Southland  Conference  Championship  for 
the  Lady  Demons. 

Pavlov  said  that  she  currently  has 
no  plans  to  turn  professional. 

"No,"  she  said.  "I  don't  plan  to 
go  pro.

Home  for  Pavlov  is  Serbia,  which 
once  was  part  of  the  country  known  as 
Yugoslavia.  In  fact,  she  still  calls  her  coun- 
try Yugoslavia. 

Because  of  the 
distance  and  the  dis- 
ruption surrounding 
her  home,  Pavlov 
does  not  get  to  visit 
her  family  as  much 
as  she  would  like. 

"I'm  going 
home  tomorrow  and 
I'm  excited,"  she  said 
before  the  Christmas 
break.  "It's  not  easy 
to  get  to  Yugoslavia." 
Pavlov,  how- 
ever, has  been  adjust- 
ing to  life  in  the 
United  States  and  in

he  1994  Louisiana  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  induction  banquet  was  held  on  June 
25, 1994.  There  were  seven  men  and  women  inducted  into  the  Hall  of  Fame.  The  Hall 
of  Fame  was  organized  by  the  Louisiana  Sports  Writer's  Association  to  honor  the 
state's  outstanding  athletes  and  coaches.  The  Hall  of  Fame  is  located  in  Prather 
Coliseum  and  holds  the  pictures  and  memorabilia  from  the  athletes  who  were 
inducted  into  it. 

This  year's  inductees  were  Ralph  Dupar,  John  Altobello,  Rich  Jackson,  Pam 
Kelly,  Ernie  Ladd,  Fred  Hobby  and  Joe  Ferguson. 

Ralph  Dupar  was  a  Louisiana  boxing  legend.    He  held  the  World  Junior 
Middleweight  Crown  during  a  16  year  professional  boxing  career.  He  turned  pro  at 
the  age  of  14.  At  17,  he  was  ranked  fourth  as  a  lightweight.  He  claimed  the  Junior 
Middleweight  Title  on  a  decision  in  April  of  1963.  Dupar  had  a  record  of  104-23-6 
in  his  professional  career. 

John  Altobello  was  one  of  the  greatest  prep  coaches  to  ever  live.  Altobello 
posted  an  .865  career  winning  percentage  at  two  New  Orleans  high  schools.  He  won 
123  state  titles,  eight  in  basketball  and  four  in  baseball.  His  record  as  a  basketball 
coach  was  589-92  and  as  a  baseball  coach  was  692-202.  In  25  years  of  coaching,  his 
team  never  posted  a  losing  record  in  basketball  or  baseball.  He  was  also  the  Freshman 
Baseball  Coach  at  Tulane  for  one  season;  his  record  was  20-3. 

Rich  Jackson  was  an  All-Pro  defensive  end  for  the  Denver  Broncos.  He  has 
been  chosen  for  Mile  High  Stadium's  Ring  of  Honor  for  being  one  of  the  Bronco's  all- 
time  best  players.  He  was  selected  to  the  All-Pro  team  four  consecutive  years.  He  was 
also  selected  to  the  AFL  All-Star  game  in  1968  and  1969  and  to  the  NFL  Pro  Bowl  in 
1970  and  1971. 

Pam  Kelly  is  only  the  fourth  woman  elected  to  the  Hall  of  Fame.  Kelly  was 
selected  to  the  Kodak  All-American  Women's  Basketball  Team  three  times  during  her 
career  at  Louisiana  Tech.  She  also  won  the  Margaret  Wade  Trophy  as  the  country's 
top  player  in  1982.  Kelly  was  instrumental  in  helping  Louisiana  Tech  reach  the  Final

in  their  winning  of  two  National  Cham- 
pionships. 

Ernie  Ladd  was  an  All-AFL  de- 
fensive tackle.  He  was  one  of  the  most 
featured  football  players  of  his  time. 
He  appeared  in  the  AFL  All-Star  Game 
four  consecutive  times  and  never 
missed  a  game  in  his  eight  year  pro- 
career.  After  his  football  career  ended, 
Ladd  became  a  professional  wrestler, 
and  he  is  in  the  Wrestling  Hall  of  Fame 
as  well. 

Fred  Hobby  was  the  Head  Coach  for  Grambling  State  for  30  years.  Hobby  is  t 
winningest  coach  in  Louisiana  history.  His  teams  won  10  conference  titles,  appeared 
national  tournaments  and  won  the  1961  NAIA  Championship  Title.  He  was  the  SW^ 
Coach  of  the  Year  six  times  and  NAIA  Coach  of  the  Year  once. 

Joe  Ferguson  played  a  remarkable  17  seasons  in  the  NFL.  His  career  started 
Woodland  High  School  where  he  set  prep  passing  records.  He  attended  Arkansas  Universit 
and  he  also  ranks  among  the  leading  passers  in  NFL  history.  He  completed  52.2  percent 
his  passes  starting  171  of  his  185.

"  by  Bill  Camping,  the  Demons  had  the  most  successful  season  ever,  finishing 
fifth  at  Sam  Houston.  Northwestern  also  finished  second  at  the  Southwest  Missouri 
Golf  Invitational.  Despite  the  freezing  drizzle,  Camping  posted  the  best  score  of  the 
92  player  field  and  led  the  Demons  to  their  second  place  finish. 

"Bill's  win  is  impressive  considering  the  quality  of  the  field,"  said  Demon  Coach 
Craig  Rex.  "They  play  a  Nike  Tour  event  on  this  course  and  the  club  pro  said  Bill's 
score,  in  these  weather  conditions,  was  as  impressive  as  any  he'd  seen  here." 

The  Demons  also  placed  second  at  the  McNeese  Invitational.  The  36th  annual 
Moe  O'Brien  Memorial  Intercollegiate  Golf  Tournament  played  host  to  a  talented 
group  of  young  golfers.  Camping  finished  sec- 
ond in  the  individual  competition.  He  was 
followed  by  teammate  Todd  Archambault  who 
shot  only  one  stroke  behind  Camping  in  the 
final  round. 

"These  were  difficult  days  to  play  golf, 
particularly  the  front  nine,"  Rex  said.  "I  am 
really  proud  of  the  way  the  guys  competed.  In 
the  best  round  McNeese's  lead  was  too  big  to 
overcome  unless  they  really  blew  up,  and  on 
their  home  course,  that  isn't  likely  to  happen." 

After  a  great  season  of  golf,  the  Demons 
entered  the  Southland  Conference  tournament 
ranked  as  the  top  Louisiana  team.  The  Demons 
had  their  best  ever  finish  in  the  tournament. 
Northwestern  finished  fifth  overall,  and  Camp- 
ing finished  eighth  in  the  individual  standings. 

"It  doesn't  feel  real  good  right  now,"  Rex 
said.  "But  you  try  to  put  this  into  perspective, 
and  looking  over  the  history  of  Northwestern 's 
golf  program,  it's  a  strong  showing." 

The  Demons  will  be  returning  several  play- 
ers next  season,  and  hopefully,  they  will  be  able 
to  match  or  even  surpass  the  accomplishment  of  the 
1994  Demon  golf  team.

west^^Bowing  Team. 
^^Rie  rowers  returned  on  Jan.  5  to  scrimmage  against  visiting  crews  from  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  and  Washington  University  of  St.  Louis. 
For  visiting  teams  the  scrimmage  was  a  chance  to  escape  the  cold  weather 
of  a  northern  winter.  For  Northwestern  it  was  an  opportunity  to  train  early  for  their 
*  upcoming  spring  races.  Northwestern  managed  to  hold  its  own  in  the  short  timed

Throughout  the  year  Northwestern 
rowers  faced  competition  from  Washburn  (of 
Kansas),  Kansas  State,  and  St.  Thomas.

The  program,  which  now  has  over  50 
members,  has  been  growing  steadily 
since  its  beginning  in  1988,  and  each 
year  the  team  tries  to 
increase  the  amount 
of  competitions  it  at- 
tends. 

One  of  the  three

Iurpin  Stadium  was  packed  as 
Rstern  opened  their  football  season 
le  against  the  nationally  ranked  Jag- 
f  Southern  University. 
3  Demons  faced  a  tough  Southern 
defense,  which  had  been  ranked  second  in 
the  nation  last  year,  without  the  leadership 
of  starting  quarterback,  junior  Brad  Laird. 
The  Jaguars  shut  the  Demons  down  to  only 
156  yards,  and  Northwestern  lost  the  game 
20-12. 

Northwestern  then  faced  Delta  State, 
and  managed  to  pull  of  a  last  minute  win 
against  the  Statesmen. 

With  four  minutes  left  in  the  game,  the 
Demons  stopped  the  Statesmen  on  a  fourth 
and  goal  play  from  the  one  yard  line.  This 
was  the  highlight  of  the  game,  which  the 
Demons  won  15-12. 

"The  goal  line  stand  was  tremendous," 
said  Demon  coach  Sam  Goodwin.  "After 
playing  like  dogs  in 
the  first  half,  we  shut 
them  out  in  the  last 
two  quarters  and  that 
made  the  difference." 
Their  next  game 
would  not  be  as  close. 
The  Demons  trav- 
eled to  Nicholls  State 
for  their  first 
Southland  Confer- 
ence game.  This  game 
also  marked  the  re- 
turn of  Laird  and  cen- 
ter John  Dippel.  They, 
along  with  the  consis- 
tently  outstand- 
ing running  back 
Clarence  Matthews, 
led  the  Demon  offense 
to  a  total  of  35  points  against  the  hapless  Colonel  defense.  The  Demon 
defense  proved  the  week  before  was  not  a  fluke  by  holding  Nicholls  to 
only  three  points. 

However,  the  Demons  lost  a  heart-breaker  the  following  week  to 
the  Lions  of  East  Texas  State,  who  were  ranked  18th  in  Division  II.

Northwestern  would  then  face  its  next 
ranked  opponent,  number  four  in  the  nation. 
Troy  State.  It  was  an  exciting  game  that  went 
right  down  to  the  wire.  This  time,  however,  the 
four-point  margin  at  the  end  of  the  game  would 
be  in  the  Demons'  favor. 

The  Demon  offense  was  led  by  Laird,  who 
threw  for  317  yards  and  a  touchdown.  But.  it 
was  the  Demon  defense  that  were  truly  the 
stars  that  night. 

They  stopped  the  Trojans  in  the  fourth 
quarter  not  once,  but  twice.  The  last  defense 
stand  came  when  junior  Kevin  Calmes  of 
Denham  Springs,  intercepted  a  Trojan  pass 
with  less  than  two  minutes  remaining  in  the 
game. 

Head  Coach  Sam  Goodwin  was  overjoyed 
and  surprised  at  the  performance  of  his  team 
against  such  a  tough  opponent.

The  Demons  next  opponent  was  another  Southland  Conference 
rival.  North  Texas.  The  game,  which  was  also  Northwestern  s  homecoming 
game,  was  a  close  28-23  in  favor  of  North  Texas,  when  the  Eagles  were  forced 
to  punt  late  in  the  fourth  quarter.  This  gave  the  Demons  one  last  chance  to  score,  but  it  was  taken 
away  by  an  Eagle  interception. 

Unlike  the  last  two  games.  Coach  Goodwin  was  unhappy  with  his  team  s  performance.

This  critical  loss  to 
the  Colonels  was  a 
heartbreaker,  and 
the  Demons  watched 
their  play-off  hopes 
disappear. 

The  Demons 
would  then  face  their 
last  opponent, 

Stephen  F.  Austin, 
and  play  to  see  who 
would  keep  Chief 
Caddo  for  another 
year. 

The  rivalry  for 
Chief  Caddo  has 
marked  the  competi- 
tion between  Northwestern  and  its  Texas  sister  school  Stephen  F. 
Austin,  and  this  year  the  chief  will  remain  in  Nacogdoches. 

The  Demons  lost  their  last  game  of  the  season  34-13  in  a 
devastating  fourth  quarter  after  three  Demon  mistakes  cost  them 
three  touchdowns. 

Overall,  the  Demons  finished  with  a  3-3  record  in  the  conference  and  although 
it  was  a  disappointing  season  for  Coach  Sam  Goodwin,  he  remained  optimistic  about 
next  fall. 

"It's  frustrating  to  realize  how  close  we  were  to  winning  all  three  games,"  said 
Goodwin.  "But  when  you  consider  what  we  can  have  coming  back  next  season,  you  see 
most  of  a  team  that  was  so  close  to  the  conference  championship."

Every  Army  ROTC  program  is 
required  to  have  a  ranger  team.  While 
some  universities  require  junior  and  se- 
nior cadets  to  join  the  team,  Northwestern's 
team  is  composed  of  volunteers  from  the 
freshman  to  senior  level. 

"It's  a  very  dedicated  organiza- 
tion," Paul  McGarry  said.  "Everybody  is  in 
there  because  they  want  to  be  there." 

McGarry  is  an  MS-3  in  ROTC, 
which  is  the  equivalent  of  a  junior  classifi- 
cation. 

The  Swamp  Demons  allow  any 
ROTC  member  to  join  the  team  if  he  or  she 
can  score  250  or  above  on  their  PT  (physi- 
cal therapy)  test.  To  score  a  250,  the  mem- 
bers must  do  60  push-ups,  70  sit-ups  and 
jog  two  miles  in  14  minutes. 

What  is  all  the  training  for?  Com- 
petitions. The  Swamp  Demons  host  other 
universities  and  travel  across  the  nation  to 
compete  in  seven 
event  field  competi- 
tions. The  events  in- 
clude assembling  and 
completing  a  func- 
tions check  on  the  M- 
16A2  and  M-6  ma- 
chine guns,  a  land 
navigation  test,  a  pa- 
trolling test,  proving 
marksmanship  with 
anM-16,  constructing 
a  two-rope  bridge,  fin- 
ishing an  assault 
course,  and  running 
a  10-K  race  carrying 
a  30  pound  backpack. 
"The  10-K 
is  considered  the 
worst  event  in  the 
competition," 
( cGarry  said.  "At  Brigade,  which  is  the  final  competition  of  the  year,  the 
inning  time  was  45  minutes." 

1  At  the  last  Brigade  competition  the  Swamp  Demons  earned 

aeir  first  first-place  streamer.  In  the  one-rope  bridge  competition  the 
jam  ran  a  rope  between  two  poles  which  were  50  meters  apart  with  only  one  man  able  to  cross 
I  the  other  pole.  After  tying  the  rope,  nine  members  slid  across  it.  They  reached  the  other 
pie,  untied  the  rope  and  completed  the  crossing  in  two  minutes. 

"You  could  actually  hear  the  rope  burning  from  the  D-rings  flying  across  it  because 
ije  are  going  so  fast,"  McGarry  said.

Tynes  Hildebrand,  athletic  director,  said.  "He  has  been  successful  at  the 
Division  I  level  as  a  player  and  assistant  coach  and  at  the  junior  college  and  Division  II  level 
as  a  head  coach." 


head  coaches  may  be  new  to  Northwestern,  but  their  career  records 
he  not  new  to  the  game. 
iett,  Dean  Johnson  and  Dave  Van  Horn  assumed  Northwestern  head  coach 
positijH^iis  year  in  basketball,  women's  track  and  baseball.  While  each  coach  may 
be  a  rookie  in  the  eyes  of  most  Demon  fans,  their  experience  gives  them  an  edge  in  the 
Southland  Conference  and  an  optimistic  future  in  Northwestern's  athletic  program. 

Barnett  was  selected  from  a  field  of  more  than  50  applicants  to  become  the  eighth 
head  coach  in  the  81-year  history  of  Northwestern  men's  basketball.  As  head  coach  of 
Virginia  Commonwealth  and  Tulsa,  he  advanced  his  teams  to  the  NCAA  tournament 
seven  times.  Barnett's  Division  I  career  record  is  262-150,  and  he  appeared  in  nine 
post-season  tournaments  in  14  seasons  as  head  coach  at  Tulsa,  Virginia  Common- 
wealth and  Louisiana  Tech.  In  addition  to  his  tournament  achievements,  Barnett  has 
won  four  "Coach  of  the  Year"  awards  in  three  conferences  —  Missouri  Valley,  Sun  Belt 
and  Southland. 

"When  you've  done  something  for  23  years,  you  ought  to  be  pretty  good  at  it,"  Barnett 
said.  "This  is  something  I  consider  myself  pretty  good  at  doing  —  from  a  practice 
organizational  standpoint,  from  a  teaching  standpoint  and  from  a  motivational 
standpoint." 

Johnson  succeeded  Chris  Maggio  as  head  women's  track  coach  when  Maggio 
resigned  to  accept  an  administrative  position.  Johnson,  like  the  other  new  coaches,  has 
a  credible  coaching  past  that  sheds  an  optimistic  light  on  his  future.  He  has  helped 
12  athletes  win  Ail-American  awards  as  an  assistant  track  and  field  coach  for 
Northwestern.  He  has  specialized  in  training  jumpers,  hurdlers  and  short  sprinters  at 
Northwestern  since  1992  and  has  contributed  to  the  Demon's  consecutive  Southland 
Conference  Indoor  team  championship  wins  in  1993  and  1994.  Johnson  holds  Level  II 
certification  in  sprints,  hurdles,  relays  and  multi-events  from  the  U.S.  Track  and  Field 
Association. 

"This  is  a  great  opportunity,"  Johnson  said.  "Coaching  positions  on  the  NCAA 
Division  I  level  are  few  and  far  between,  so  it's  an  honor.  Being  able  to  coach  at  my 
university  makes  it  even  more  special." 

Van  Horn  inherited  the  Demon  Southland  Conference  champion  baseball  team.  Like 
the  other  new  coaches, 
Van  Horn  has  a  record 
of  high  achievement. 
His  greatest  accom- 
plishment is  leading 
Central  Missouri  State 
to  the  NCAA  Division 
II  National  Champion- 
ship title.  Van  Horn 
has  a  career  record  of 
263-83.  In  a  four  year 
career  as  assistant 
coach  at  Texarkana 
College,  Van  Horn 
helped  the  team  earn 
astounding  yearly 
records  that  peaked 
with  a  Texas  Eastern 
Conference  champion-

points  per  game .  Hill  was  a  first-team 
All-Southland  Conference  and  also 
first-team  All-Louisiana  selection.  She 
ranks  third  on  the  Lady  Demon  all 
time  steal  list  with  238. 

Also  this  season,  Northwest- 
ern honored  one  of  its  all  time  great 
women's  players  by  retiring  Pam 
Hudson's  number.  Hudson  was  a 
second-team  AU-American  selection 
by  the  U.S.  Basket- 
ball Writers  Asso- 
ciation following  the 
1989-90  season.  She 
led  the  nation  with 
a  15.1  rebounding 
average,  finishing 
second  in  scoring  av- 
eraging 28.6  points 
per  game.  She  was 
named  SLC  "Player 
of  the  Week"  six 
times  and  twice 
named  first-team 
Ail-American  . 
Hudson  still  owns 
scoring  and  re- 
bounding records  at 
Northwestern.  She 
is  now  in  her  fourth 
year  with  a  profes- 
sional team  in  Swit-

994-95  basketball  season  opened 
leadership.  On  March  25,  1994,  J.D. 
chosen  out  of  50  candidates  to  com- 
orthwestern  men's  basketball  team. 
Barnett,  a  seasoned  veteran  of  the  game, 
has  been  to  the  NCAA  tournament  seven  times 
as  head  coach  at  both  Virginia  Commonwealth 
and  Tulsa.  He  has  also  won  four  "Coach  of  the 
Year"  awards  and  has  a  career  record  of  262-150. 
Also  joining  the  Demons  in  1994  were 
two  junior  college  standouts— Gerald  Hollins 
and  Marlon  Pratt.  Pratt  was  runner-up  in  the 
Mr.  Basketball  contest  after  his  senior  year  at 
Omaha-South  High,  where  he  averaged  15  points 
and  six  assists  per  game.  Hollins  was  one  of  the 
most  highly  recruited  junior  college  players  in 
the  nation. 

While  the  Demons  were  saying  'hello'  to 
the  new  coach  and  players,  they  were  also  saying 
'goodbye'  to  last  year's  senior  standouts  Eric 
Kubel,  the  Southland  Conference  Player  of  the 
Year,  and  Larry  Terry,  who  together  managed  to 
average  46  points  and  20  re- 
bounds per  game.  Also  leav- 
ing was  Coach  Dan  Bell,  who 
had  only  been  Northwestern's 
seventh  coach  in  its  81 -year 
basketball  history. 

With  all  the  new 
changes  in  place,  the  Demons 
were  ready  to  begin  and  face 
their  first  major  test  of  the 
season. 

The  Demons  traveled 
to  Waco  to  face  Baylor  in  their 
first  game  of  the  season,  and 
for  Demon  fans,  the  91-61  loss 
was  a  disappointment.  It 
didn't  take  long  for  them  to 
get  back  on  track  and  less 
than  24  hours  later,  they 
soundly  defeated  Emporia  State  a  whopping  102-63. 

"I  was  extremely  pleased  with  the  effort  our  players  gave  and  with  their 

improved  execution,"  Barnett  said  of  his  first  win  as  Northwestern's  head  coach. 

"Twenty-four  hours  made  a  lot  of  difference.  I  was  particularly  proud  of  the  effort 

we  got  after  driving  five  hours  home  early  this  morning.  We  put  last  night  behind  us  and  took  care 

of  the  business  at  hand." 

Northwestern  then  faced  Troy  State  in  a  game  that  ended  in  favor  of  the  Demons,  100-82. 
Senior  Tarius  Brown  lead  the  team  with  26  points  and  13  rebounds.  Brown  would  again  prove  to 
be  the  Demons'  main  man  as  he  scored  25  points  and  10  rebounds  in  their  victory  of  SLTJ. 
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"I  was  extremely 
pleased  with  the  effort 
our  players  gave  and 
with  their  improved 
execution." 


The  Demons  faced  its  first  Southland 
Conference  rival  on  Jan.  2  when  they 
took  on  the  Northeast  Indians.  In  what 
proved  to  be  its  first  close  game  of  the 
season,  Northwestern  squeaked  by 
NLU  with  a  69-66  victory.  Brown  and 
senior  Kenny  McMillon  led  the  team  in 
scoring.  McMillon,  who  had  been  consis- 
tently performing  strongly  for  the  De- 
mons, proved  his  value  as  he  sunk  the 
game-winning  basket. 

Northwestern's  next  conference  op- 
ponent, the  University  of  Texas-Arling- 
ton, would  also  fall  to  the  Demon  squad. 
Brown  once  again  led  the  way  with  23 
points  and  13  rebounds  to  give  the  De- 
mons a  75-68  over  the  Mavericks. 

But  neither  McMillon  or  Brown  could 
keep  SLC  rival  North  Texas  from  taking 
the  next  game.  The  Demons  visited  the 
Eagles  and  received  their  first  confer- 
ence loss  of  the  year, 
and  their  second  over- 
all, 77-52. 

Barnett  was  disap- 
pointed  with  his 
team's  performance. 
"We  were  not  men- 
tally ready  to  play  to- 
night and  just  did  not 
respond  to  the  situa- 
tion," Barnett  said. 
"North  Texas  played 
an  extremely  solid 
game  and  we  didn't. 
The  effort  we  got  is 
not  typical  of  what  this 
team  has  done  in  the 
past  nine  games,  and 
we  saw  tonight  what 
happens  when  we 
lon't  leave  our  hearts  out  on  the  floor." 

I  The  next  game  would  also  be  tough  for  the  Demons  because 

heir  chief  scorer,  Brown,  was  hindered  with  a  knee  injury.  However, 
[hey  didn't  let  it  stop  them  from  surging  to  their  best  start  in  29  seasons.  It  was  McMillon 
(vho  wore  the  mantle  and  scored  27  points  for  the  Demons  in  their  victory  over  McNeese  and 
jnoved  Northwestern  to  second  place  in  the  SLC,  with  a  3-1  record. 

I]  The  Demons  then  faced  Nicholls  in  a  battle  for  first  in  the  SLC.  Unfortunately,  for 

Northwestern  fans,  high  scorers  Brown  and  McMillon  were  not  able  to  de-throne  No.  1 
fanked  Nicholls  in  the  86-71  loss. 

Things  continued  to  look  bleak  as  Northwestern  lost  to  Mississippi  State  98-58,

and  to  Stephen  F.  Austin  101-78. 

The  Demons  soon  broke  its  short  losing 
streak  with  a  win  over  another  conference  rival 
Sam  Houston.  Northwestern's  57-55  win  put 
the  Demons  back  on  track  and  in  the  race  for  the 
SLC  championship. 

The  team's  next  conference  test  would 
come  against  the  University  of  Texas-San  Anto- 
nio, and  it  was  in  this  game  that  McMillon 
became  Northwestern's  career  three-point 
leader.  McMillon  broke  Larry  Terry's  record  of 
172  (1990-1994).  The  Demons  won  74-65. 

The  Demons  then  lost  a  heartbreaker 
to  Southwest  Texas  which  wrapped  up  the  first 
half  of  the  conference  season.  The  64-63  loss 
dropped  Northwestern  out  of  a  second-place 
SLC  tie. 

Next  the  Demons  faced  North  Texas, 
and  once  again  the  Eagles  were  triumphant. 
Despite  getting  a  career- high  16  points  from 
J.R.  Whittaker,  the  Demons  were  unable  to  stop 
the  Eagles  from  advancing  to  second  place  in 

the  SLC. 

Northwestern  con- 
tinued to  slide  as  the  team 

lost    to    Texas-Arlington. 

McMillon's  24  points  weren't 

enough  to  help  the  Demons, 

who  had  been  playing  with- 
out injured  point  guard  Ryan 

Bundy  for  the  last  three 

games.  UTA  won  75-67. 

The  Demons  then 

faced  No.  1  Nicholls  and  once 

again  failed  to  dominate  the 

Colonels.  Northwestern  was 

defeated   100-79,   despite 

Brown's    career-high    30 

points. 

Northwestern  soon

McNeese,  76-70.  Brown  scored  eight  points  in  the  final  three  minutes  oft 

game  to  lead  the  Demons  over  the  Cowboys  in  an  important  SLC  victory.

orthwestern  students  are  making  their 
mark  in  many  different  sports  and  equine  sci- 
ence sports  are  no  exception. 

Last  year  Northwestern's  Intercolle- 
giate Quarterhorse  Judging  Team  not  only 
placed  third  in  the  nation  but  was  also  invited  to 
attend  the  world  event. 

The  judging  team,  along  with  the  rodeo 
and  horse  show  teams,  is  offered  to  students 
through  Northwestern's  equine  science  depart- 
ment, and  are  under  the  direction  of  Rebecca 
Merchant-Gill. 

"We  go  to  different  schools,  like  Texas 
A&M,  Texas  Tech,  wherever,  usually  it's  Texas 
school  and  Oklahoma  State."  Bridgette  Pierre 
said.  "We  have  to  travel  to  another  district  in 
Texas  to  be  able  to  compete." 

This  is  not  the  only  difficulty  the  teams 
must  face.  Except  for  the  rodeo  students,  who 
provide  their  own  personal  horses  and  trailers, 
the  other  teams  use  horses  from  the  universities 
they  are  competing  against. 

"We  have  to  draw  horses  names  and 
those  are  the  horses  we  ride,"  Pierre  said.  "You 
don't  get  to  get  on  and  practice  or  train  the  horse 
or  see  how  the  horse  feels  or  anything  like  that. 
You  get  on,  someone  leads  you  into  the  arena— 
you  don't  even  get  to  ride  your  horse  into  the 
arena." 

Despite  those  difficulties,  members  of 
Northwestern's  show  team  have  made  it  to  the 
nationals  in  the  past,  and  ac- 
cording to  Pierre,  there  are 
several  members  with  good 
possibilities  of  making  it  this 
year. 

The  horse  judging 
team  is  also  working  hard  to 
prepare  for  its  next  major  com- 
petition coming  up  next  fall. 
The  third  place  na- 
tional team  will  consist  of 
entirely  new  members  be- 
cause of  a  rule  the  prevents 
previous  members  from  com- 
peting more  than  once. 

Currently  the  new 
members  are  undergoing  ex- 
tensive training  to  prepare 
for  their  first  competition  in 
the  spring,  which  is  their  main 
warm-up  for  the  fall  events. 

Being  actively  involved  requires  that  students  spend  hours  practicing  < 
fine-tuning  their  skills,  and  according  to  Pierre,  is  not  always  easy. 

"You've  got  to  have  the  drive  and  you've  go  to  want  to  do  it  before  youl 
going  to  do  well  at  it,  and  it  takes  a  lot  of  practice,"  she  said.  "I'm  not  just  talking  about  getting 
horse  and  riding,  there  are  drills  we  have  to  know  to  do  and  perform." 

"You've  got  to  learn  and  feel  when  the  horse  is  going  to  change,  so  you  can  stop  it  from  jump  ii 
up  and  doing  whatever.  You  don't  want  that  to  happen  in  a  show  arena,"  Pierre  said

trike  1;  Strike  2;  Strike  3.  You're  out! 
That's  what  happened  when  Major  League 
players  and  owners  could  not  reach  an  agreement 
about  the  shaky  salary  cap  of  professional  baseball 
players.  The  year  of  record-setting  performances 
went  down  the  drain  when  millionaires  wanted  to 
fight  over  pennies. 

The  salary  cap  could  have  affected  many 
of  the  players'  pay  scales.  Several  Northwestern 
students  thought  the  differences  were  nominal  in 
light  of  such  large  figures. 

"If  the  only  thing  I  had  to  worry  about  was 
whether  to  make  $20  or  $30  million  this  year,  I 
wouldn't  have  a  worry  in  the  world,"  said  freshman 
David  Dauzat.  The  tremendous  amount  of  money 
professional  sports  generates  today  seems  unreal 
to  many. 

The  Cinderella  season  was  three-fourths 
completed,  and  the  record  setting  performances 
were  put  to  rest  when  no  one  would  budge  in  the 
salary  cap  nominations. 

The  last  game  played  was  on  a  warm 
Thursday  night,  but  immediately  following  the 
game,  the  weather  turned  extremely  cold .  The  last 
team  to  get  home  that  Thursday  night 
was  the  Montreal  Expos.  After  their 
game,  the  management  of  the  Expos 
decided  to  allow  their  players  find  their 
own  transportation  home.  Fans  and 
players  were  outraged  by  the  action  of 
the  Expos'  management. 

"The  players  should  have  had 
transportation  provided  for  them,  or 
they  should  have  been  told  of  the  situ- 
ation before  the  game  was  played," 
said  sophomore  Tait  Martin. 

Aside  from  the  salary  cap  nego- 
tiations, several  other  tragedies  were 
involved  with  the  death  of  the  1994 
baseball  season. 

Jeff  Bagwell  of  the  Houston 
Astros  was  chasing  the  RBI  record 
when  the  strike  came  into  effect.   Al- 
though Bagwell  had  115  RBI's,  he  suffered  an  injury  that  probably  would  have  kept 
him  from  setting  the  record,  but  no  one  knows  for  certain  .  .  .  and  no  one  ever  will. 
Matt  Williams  and  Ken  Griffey  of  the  San  Francisco  Giants  had  scored  42  home  runs  when 
the  strike  went  into  effect.  Williams  was  definitely  on  track  to  beat  the  home  run  record  held  by 
Roger  Mavis  (who  is  61 ).  Griffey  was  nipping  at  Williams'  heels  with  39  home  runs  for  the  Seattle 
Mariners. 

The  team  had  at  least  one  pitcher  with  a  potentially  record  breaking  season.    Kenny 
Rogers  of  the  Texas  Rangers  pitched  a  perfect  game— no  hits,  no  walks,  no  errors. 

The  shadow  of  the  strike  darkens  the  shining  season  that  never  finished.  Because  of  the 
strike,  no  records  will  be  set,  no  pennant  race,  and  no  World  Series.

With  moments  left  in  the  game,  the  scoreboard 
showed  both  teams  to  be  tied  2-2.  As  seconds 
dropped  off  the  clock,  no  team  showed  signs  of 
taking  the  lead.

Soccer,  better  known  as  football  outside  of  the 
United  States,  is  the  most  popular  and  played 
sport  in  the  world.

The 
founders  of  the  Order  were  students 
while  Lee  was  president  of  Washing- 
ton College,  and  his  influence  over  the 
founders  was  the  foundation  for  the 
fraternity's  purpose. 

High  regard  for  personal  honor, 
sincere  appreciation  for  the  value  of 
learning,  and  Christian  respect  for 
women  are  the  ideals  of  the  fraternity. 

Since  Kappa  Alpha  Order  was 


founded  in  Virginia  and 
is  centered  around  the 
chivalric  times  of  old,  the 
fraternity  limits  itself 
mainly  to  the  South. 
Though  there  is  nothing 
in  the  Constitution  stat- 
ing that  the  fraternity 
should  limit  itself,  it  has 
been  done  by  policy. 

The  members  of  the 
Gamma  Psi  Chapter  are 
involved  in  many  areas 
of  student  life  at  North- 
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western,  such  as  the  SGA,  National

Kappa  Sigma  is  the  only  social 
fraternity  that  was  originally  founded 
in  another  country. 

The  fraternity  was  an  extension 
of  a  secret  university  organization  at 
the  University  of  Bologna  in  Italy. 
Three  of  the  founders  at  the  University 
of  Virginia  had  studied  at  Bologna  and 
were  associated  with  the  society. 

When  the  three  members  brought 
the  fraternity  to  Virginia,  two  other 
men  joined  the  group  and  combined 


the  society  with  the  ide- 
alism  of  Thomas 
Jefferson  to  inspire  the 
establishment  of  Kappa 
Sigma. 

The  Theta  Mu 
Chapter  at  Northwest- 
ern is  a  strong  frater- 
nity and  is  involved  with 
many  community  activi- 
ties. Last  year,  they 
adopted  St.  Jude's  Hos- 
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pital  and  have  raised  several  thou- 
sands of  dollars  to  support  the  hos- 
pital.

Because  only  fraternities  were 
in  existence  when  the  group  was 
founded  in  1852,  the  word  "soror- 
ity" was  not  in  use  yet.  When  the 
word  did  become  common  knowl- 
edge, Phi  Mu  opted  not  to  change 
their  standing  as  a  fraternity.

Northwestern  partici- 
pates with  the 
Children's  Miracle  Net- 
work, one  of  the 
fraternity's  philanthro- 
pies. The  members  sell 
balloons  each  spring  to 
raise  money  for  the  lo- 
cally broadcast  telethon.

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Folk  Festival  Toys

amed  as  one  of  the  "Top  20  Events"  in  the  Southeast  for  July,  the  1994  Natchitoches-NSU  Folk  Festival  opened  July 
15-17  with  the  theme"Louisiana  Toys  and  Games:  The  Makers  and  The  Players." 

Special  activities  were  planned  to  celebrate  the  traditions  of  play  in  Louisiana,  including  special  exhibits, 
demonstrations,  and  crafts.  The  Festival  also  featured  some  of  its 
most  popular  events  from  past  years. 

The  festival  kicked  off  on  Friday  afternoon  with  a  Gumbo 
Cook-off  and  Concert.  Cooks  competed  in  two  gumbo  categories: 
seafood,  poultry;  and  also  competed  showmanship,  an  award  given 
to  the  group  who  showed  the  most  spirit  throughout  the  competition. 
With  a  variety  of  musicians  performing,  sounds  of  jazz, 
Dixieland,  blues,  Gospel,  bluegrass  and  Cajun  music  filled  the  air 
both  day  and  night  at  the  festival.  Also,  internationally-known 
Cajun  dance  teachers  Rand  and  Cynthia  Speyrer  provided  free 
dance  lessons  to  all  "willing"  participants.

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Apartments  Offer 
Campus  Luxury ,.,

^^^^^  ince  the  Aug.  18  opening  of  University  Columns  Apartments,  many  college  students  have  enjoyed  the  comfort  and 
luxury  of  living  off-campus  and  the  benefits  of  living  on-campus. 

The  apartment  complex  consists  of  10  residential  buildings  with  six  community  assistants  who  were  responsible  for 
scheduling  events  and  activities  such  as  pool  parties,  breakfast  meetings,  movie  nights,  self-defense  classes,  resume- 
writing  seminars  and  aerobics.  Residents  attended  activities  in  the  club  house  or  in  a  community  assistant's  apartment. 
Melissa  Mabou  has  lived  in  dormitories  for  the  past  three  years,  and  this  was  the  first  apartment  she  ever  rented.  She 
and  a  roommate  share  a  two  bedroom,  two  bath  apartment.  Each  pays  $292  per  month  for  rent,  which  includes  free  basic 
cable  service.  Utilities,  phone  service  and  groceries  were  their  other  expenses. 

"It  is  more  of  an  adult  world  because  it  is  going  to  teach  me  how  to  manage  money  and  to  take  on  responsibility,"  Mabou 
said. 

Stuart  Cestia  also  lived  in  a  dorm  for  two  years  and  now  feels  that  his  move  to  the  apartments  was  a  wise  one. 
"I  was  tired  of  living  in  the  dorms,"  Cestia  said.  "This  is  a  really  nice  place.  I  like  the  swimming  pool,  we  have  a  nice 
kitchen  and  I  can  have  friends  over  any  time  I  want." 

The  apartment  management  arranged  to  have  representatives  from  South  Central  Bell,  City  of  Natchitoches 
Department  of  Utilities  and  TCA  Cable  Company  on  site  for  residents  to  make  the 
other  necessary  arrangements  for  apartment  living. 

Many  students  were  interested  in  the  apartment  setting,  not  because  of  the 
convenience  but  more  for  the  privacy  not  found  in  dormitory  settings. 

According  to  Mabou,  her  cost  of  living  is  approximately  $350  per  month,  but 
she  added  that  each  student  is  paying  more  than  $300  than  if  he  was  living  on 
campus. 

"The  apartments  offer  the  students  more  than  what  the  dormitories  do," 
Mabou  said.  "I  have  a  lot  of  quiet  time  since  I  am  in  classes  most  of  the  day.  I  don't 
have  to  worry  about  dealing  with  loud  music,  and  I  can  get  a  lot  of  studying  done." 
Students  were  moving  in  to  the  complex  long  before  it  was  actually  completed. 
Some  crews  worked  through  Labor  Day  to  maintain  the  grounds  until  the  security 
gates  and  fences  were  completed.  But  the  residential  areas  have  long  been 
completed  and  decorated  to  individual  taste. 

The  girls  rearranged  some  of  the  furniture  to  better 
meet  their  needs,  but  according  to  Mabou,  renting  the  furni- 
ture is  a  lot  less  expensive  than  going  out  and  buying  some  to 
furnish  a  new  apartment. 

"Honestly,  when  you  get  your  first  apartment  ...  It 
would  end  up  costing  the  same  thing  [as  dorm  life]  because  I 
would  have  to  get  furniture,"  Mabou  said.  "And  I  don't  have 
anything." 

Mabou,  like  many  other  residents,  has  enjoyed  the  flexibility  of  apartment  life.  "I  can  decorate  the 
apartment  to  meet  my  satisfaction.  You  have  more  freedom  and  more  space  of  expanding  the  way  you 
want  to  live.  The  managers  place  students  together  in  the  apartments  according  to  classification,  so  we 
are  comfortable  with  the  age  groups." 

Cestia  also  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  being  on  campus. 

"We  really  like  to  cook,"  Cestia  said.  "My  roommate,  Corey,  and  I  eat  mostly  leftovers  from  home, 
but  I  sometimes  cook  Paul  Prudhomme  Chicken  Spaghetti." 

Cestia  explained  that  he  and  his  friends  often  barbeque  on  weekends  in  the  pits  provided  by  the 
complex.  He  added  that  his  friends  prefer  eating  his  south  Louisiana  cuisine. 
"We  don't  eat  white  gravy  in  this  place,"  Cestia  said. 

After  the  first  six  weeks  of  classes  in  the  fall  semester,  the  apartments  were  filled  to  capacity. 
Even  though  University  Columns  representatives  admitted  to  being  a  little  disappointed  with  the 
turnout  of  students  interested  in  the  facility  initially,  they  felt  that  the  overall  acceptance  of  the  features 
of  the  apartments  was  very  high.

lousands  of  excited  students  witnessed  the  Wal-Mart  Supercenter's  grand  opening  on  Wednesday,  Sept.  14. 
The  excitement  stemmed  from  the  new,  improved  "Natchitoches  Mall,"  as  it  was  called  by  the  students  of 
Northwestern. 

"I  was  one  of  the  first  in  line  at  the  store~at  6:30  a.m.,"  Kelvin  Pierre,  a  senior,  said. 

Specifications  in  a  guide  published  by  the  retailing  chain  revealed  the  new  Natchitoches  store  to  be  the  second 
largest  in  the  world. 

In  fact,  the  202,307  square  foot  store  was  3,000  feet  larger  than  Louisiana's  most  recent  Supercenter  addition  in 
Ruston.  The  store  is  open  24  hours  a  day  and  featured  a  "maH"atmosphere  with  its  extensive  offering  of  merchandise  and 
services.  Several  Northwestern  students  are  employed  at  the  Supercenter,  including  senior  William  Maroma,  who  serves 
as  a  "support  team"  member  for  various  shifts.  Broadcast  journalism  major  Nicole  Gray  worked  in  the  cosmetics  area,  but 
admitted  that  she  "floated"  to  help  departments  in  need. 

"I've  worked  like  a  dog  at  times,  but  the 
managers  are  supportive  and  motivated,"  Gray 
said. 

The  most  prominent  addition  to  the  new 
store  was  the  grocery  section  which  included  fro- 
zen and  nonperishable  food  items.  Other  food- 
oriented  departments  included  a  delicatessen  and 
bakery.  An  automotive  center  was  also  added  to 
the  Natchitoches  store  and  specialized  in  tire 
changes  and  express  lube  service. 

Adding  to  the  "one  stop  shopping"  atmo- 
sphere were  several  special  division  departments. 
Special  divisions  contracted  space  in  the  store  to 
set  up  a  branch  of  their  businesses.  McDonald's 
fast  food  restaurant  was  one 
such  business,  and  included 
menu  items  not  found  in  tra- 
ditional McDonald's  restau- 
rants. Other  additions  in- 
cluded S'Mart,  a  dry  cleaning 
service,  a  video  rental  store  and  a  vision  center.  According  to  Division  of  Business  secretary  Deborah 
Powell,  the  services  are  convenient  to  those  like  her  who  work  9-5  hours. 

"You  can't  take  clothes  to  any  cleaners  after  6  p.m.  here,  and  that's  the  only  time  I  have  free 
to  take  care  of  those  types  of  things,"  she  said. 

Another  major  addition  to  the  Supercenter  was  Premier  Bank,  which  recently  merged  with 
local  Heritage  Bank.  The  bank  opened  in  November  and  provided  most  services  available  in  the  bank's 
main  office  located  in  downtown  Natchitoches. 

The  Supercenter  replaced  an  existing  store  which  was  built  on  La.  Highway  1  South  in  1977. 
Store  officials  began  the  process  of  clearing  merchandise  from  the  old  store  in  early  August  in 
preparation  for  the  move. 

Wal-Mart  was  already  a  major  contributor  of  tax  revenue  to  the  city  of  Natchitoches.  Parish 
officials  expected  the  local  store's  upgrade  to  Supercenter  to  increase  that  amount  substantially.

n  Oct.  7,  one  of  country  music's  brightest  and  fastest  rising  stars  performed  for  the  students  of  Northwestern  at 
Prather  Coliseum. 

McGraw,  a  Louisiana  native,  is  well  known  across  the  United  States  for  three  No.  1  hit  singles  "Welcome  to  the 
Club,"  "Indian  Outlaw"  and  "Don't  Take  the  Girl."  SAB  arranged  for  McGraw  to  add  Northwestern  to  his  world  tour  list. 
The  night  began  with  the  performance  of  special  guest  Scott  Hoyt.  Students  seemed  impressed  with  the  opening, 
but  admitted  that  they  were  there  for  the  major  performer. 

"Although  Hoyt  gave  a  quality  performance,  he  couldn't  compare  to  McGraw's  enthusiasm  on  the  stage, "said  Josh 
Wheaton,  a  freshman  from  Winchester,  Va. 

From  the  time  the  lights  went  out  until  his  curtain  call,  the  energy  of  the  crowd  cheering  Tim  McGraw  was 
incredible.  Even  following  the  concert,  McGraw's  energy  could  be  seen  in  many  Northwestern  students. 

"I  don't  like  Tim  McGraw  or  country  music, 
but  I  thoroughly  enjoyed  myself  at  the  concert," 
said  Dawn  Vallery,  a  senior  from  Bossier  City.

irying  to  outdo  Broadway  is  almost  always  impossible.  Although  some  are  able  to  achieve  success,  many  fall  short 
of  their  aspirations,  especially  when  Broadway's  longest  running  and  most  successful  musical  is  concerned. 

This  fall,  the  Northwestern  theater  department  performed  Michael  Bennett's  "A  Chorus  Line,"  which  to  the 
surprise  of  many,  was  rather  impressive.  The  show  is  based  upon  the  lives  of  dancers  auditioning  for  parts  in  the  chorus. 
Bennett  conceived  the  concept  when  he  and  some  friends  had  gotten  together  to  reminisce  about  their  days  as  struggling 
dancers.  His  idea  was  to  write  a  show  that  told  the  life  of  a  dancer;  what  each  individual  struggled  with  day  in  and  day  out. 
Together  with  Marvin  Hamlisch  writing  the  musical  score,  "A  Chorus  Line"  was  created. 

The  show  opens  with  the  stage  full  of  dancers  trying  to  make  it  through  the  first  round  of  elimination.  The  opening 
number,  "I  Hope  I  Get  It,"  expresses  how  each  is  frustrated  with  the  whole  process.  By  the  end  of  the  number,  the  dancers 
have  been  reduced  to  17  and  from  this  point  on,  each  reveals  his/her  past  mistakes,  present  survival  and  future  dreams  to 

the  director,  Zach,  played  by  Brad  Burton,  as  well 
as  to  the  audience. 

Although  the  show  seems  to  center  around 
the  defunct  relationship  between  Zach  and  Cassie, 
played  by  Brandi  Poche',  all  the  characters  are 
given  just  as  much  coverage  throughout  the  musi- 
cal. Burton  starts  out  rather  weak  as  the  head 
strong,  overbearing  director,  but  the  heated  scenes 
between  him  and  Poche'  really  light  up  the  stage.  It 
became  quite  easy  to  forget  the  two  were  acting  at 
one  point  during  an  argument.  Together  the  two 
gave  a  memorable  performance. 

Guidroz  fit  her  character  the  best  of  anyone 

in  the  show.  Kristine  was  constantly  having  to  be 

told  what  to  do,  when  to  do  it  and  how  to  do  it.  It 

seemed  she  could  never  get 

anything  right.    The  role  of 

Kristine  seemed  to  be  made 

especially  for  Guidroz  who  got 

the  crowd  laughing. 

Other  performers  that  were  equally  outstanding  included  Hank  Cannon,  who  played  Ritchie 

and  Holly  Willrodt,  who  played  the  role  of  Sheila.  Cannon  was  a  delightful  surprise  in  his  role,  with 

his  dancing  and  singing  abilities  very  well  displayed. 

Willrodt,  who  played  the  not  quite  friendly  and  aging  dancer,  couldn't  have  done  a  better  job. 
She  took  her  role  seriously  and  made  sure  the  audience  knew  it.  Her  singing  was  not  as  powerful  as 
her  acting,  but  she  was  still  something  to  watch. 

Overall,  Northwestern 's  production  was  performed  with  little  flaws.  The  only  troubles  arose 
when  the  music  would  overpower  some  of  the  performers'  singing.  It's  not  Broadway,  but  this  is  one 
time  when  it  was  fairly  close  to  it.

^^^*  Natalie  Opoku  and  Nathalie  Roziers  have  so  much  in  common  that  they  could  be  twins. 

They  have  the  same  first  name,  the  same  taste  in  clothes  and  music,  and  many  of  the  same  views  on  life.  The  only 
thing  they  don't  have  in  common  is  their  skin  color— Opoku  is  black  and  Roziers  is  white. 

Opoku,  a  native  of  Brighton,  England;  and  Roziers,  a  native  of  Belgium,  both  came  to  the  United  States  to  play 
tennis.  For  the  past  three  years,  they  have  been  teammates,  roommates  and  best  friends.  This  is  a  relationship  that  has  not 
gone  unnoticed. 

Opoku  has  felt  censure  by  members  of  the  Northwestern  black  community  because  she  chooses  to  spend  most  of 
her  time  with  her  white  friends.  She  has  even  received  harassing  phone  calls. 

Opoku  vividly  remembers  one  call  she  and  Roziers  received  the  first  semester  they  lived  together. 
"We  had  a  prank  call. ..he  was  being  really  abusive  to  me  on  the  phone,"  Opoku  said.  "He  was  saying  I  was  a  disgrace 

to  the  black  people  here  because  I  hang  out  with 
white  people." 

"We  couldn't  believe  when  we  got  the  phone 
call,"  she  said.  "That's  when  it  really  hit  us  that 
this  is  a  problem  for  people.  The  first  few  weeks  we 
didn't  even  realize  anything,  we  would  just  walk 
around  and  do  whatever.  Then  we  kind  of  started 
noticing  that  people  thought  this  is  strange  here." 
Roziers  says  her  roommate's  race  was  never 
an  issue. 

"Over  the  summer  before  we  came  here,  I 
started  writing  to  Nat,"  Roziers  said.  "We  called, 
but  I  didn't  know.  It's  not  a  point.  You  don't  say, 
'Oh,  by  the  way,  I'm  black.'  and  so  when  I  came  here 
and  they  said,  'Oh,  you  know  the  other  Natalie's 
black?'  I'm  like  really?  Big 
deal." 

Unfortunately,  for 
some  black  Northwestern  stu- 
dents, it  does  seem  to  be  a  big 
deal.  Opoku  is  referred  to  as 
"Oreo"—  black  on  the  outside, 
white  on  the  inside— by  other  black  Northwestern  students  because  of  her  friendship  with  Roziers  and 
other  white  students. 

"I've  become  a  big  topic  of  conversation.  A  lot  of  black  people  know  who  I  am,  just  because  they 
think,  'Oh,  she's  the  one  who  hangs  out  with  white  people,  and  that's  what  they  refer  to  me  as  —the 
Oreo,"  Opoku  said.  "People  are  always  telling  me,  you've  got  to  find  your  roots.  Well,  my  roots  are  in 
England." 

Both  agree  that  racial  tensions  in  their  home  countries  between  blacks  and  whites  are  not 
nearly  as  bad  as  they  are  here. 

"We  don't  have  that  many  black  people  fat  home],  more  in  the  big  cities.  We  had  black  girls  in 
my  school,  but  you  don't  see  the  color,"  said  Roziers. 

They  are  amazed  that  just  because  one  of  them  is  white,  and  the  other  black,  people  have  a 
problem  with  their  friendship. 

"You  didn't  think  in  America  it  would  be  like  that,"  said  Opoku.  "Well,  it's  supposed  to  be  this 
really  developed  country  and  you  don't  expect  that  at  all.  We  don't  want  to  offend  the  people  here,  but 
we  also  want  to  have  a  voice  about  it.  I  always  think,  if  it  carries  on  the  way  it  is,  in  10  years  time,  there 
will  be  some  major  problems.  You  can  just  feel  the  tension."

ihe  first  weekend  of  December  Natchitoches  hosted  its  68th  annual  Christmas  Festival  of  Lights.  The  Festival  is  one 
of  the  top  100  tourist  attractions  in  America  and  draws  crowds  from  all  over  the  state,  the  nation  and  the  world. 

The  weekend's  activities  started  on  Friday  with  a  barge  parade.  Then  around  noon  on  Saturday,  the  traditional  junior 
and  main  parades  marched  down  Second  and  Front  streets.  At  sunset,  the  evening  was  illuminated  by  the  barge  parade  on 
Cane  River  Lake.  After  the  barge  parade,  thousands  of  visitors  marveled  at  the  thirty  minute  fireworks  spectacle. 

Finally,  it  was  time  for  the  moment  the  crowd  had  been  waiting  for  all  weekend.  Spectators  were  dazzled  as  the  multi- 
colored Christmas  lights  along  Front  Street  and  the  banks  of  the  river  were  lit. 

Sounds  like  a  typical  Christmas  Lights  Festival  right?  Well,  not  this  year.  This  year,  the  City  of  Lights  faced  a  few 
obstacles  it  was  not  expecting. 

For  starters,  the  weekend  weather  was  cold,  wet  and  bleak.  The  Friday  night  street  dance  was  rained  out  and  rain 
drizzled  as  the  parades  rolled  Saturday. 

To  help  keep  the  chill  off  their  bodies,  some  festival  goers  decided  to  fight  the  cold  by  drinking.  Unfortunately, 
unknown  to  them,  the  city  passed  a  new  ordinance  this  year  that  not  only  prohibited  open  containers  in  the  city  but  also 
prohibited  possession  of  unopened  containers  in  the  Historic  District,  where  most  of  the  festivities  take  place.  The  ordinance 

was  passed  because  officials  felt  the  festival  should  be  more  a  family  oriented      

activity  and  eliminating  alcohol,  in  any  form,  would  promote  this  idea. 

For  those  who  knew  nothing  of  this  new  law,  there  were  problems. 
Many  people  who  were  caught  transporting  alcohol  were  harassed  by  police- 
men and  forced  to  dump  their  contents  onto  the  street.  Others  were  detained 
in  the  city's  makeshift  "drunk  tank,"  the  city  pool. 

Northwestern  student  Michelle  Plaisance  was  one  festival-goer  who 

was  not  satisfied  with  the  law  expressed  her  feelings  on  the  police  action. 

"I  felt  the  police  were  being  extremely  ridiculous  with  the  ordinance," 

Plaisance  said.  "I  was  bringing  a  case  of  beer  to  a  friend's  house  on  the 

sidewalk.  A  policeman  stopped  me  made  me  pour  out  every  beer!  The  worst 

part  was  the  box  of  beer  was  unopened!  That  is  carrying  the  law  a  little  too  far. " 

Some  people,  however,  who  felt  that  the  alcohol  question  was  the  least 

of  the  city's  problems. 

This  year  there  was  also  an  increase  in  fights  and 
even  a  shooting  on  Front  Street.  First  time  visitors, 
Maggie  and  Gerald  Angelette  from  Cut  Off  witnessed 
both. 

"Earlier  there  was  a  fight  between  two  people  right 
near  us,"  Maggie  Angelette  said.  "Although  there  was 
ample  police  coverage,  no  arrests  of  any  kind  were  made. 
Then  later,  one  of  the  feuding  men  pulled  a  gun  and  fired 
at  the  other  in  the  crowd.  He  hit  a  woman  and  she  fell  right  at  my  husband's  feet!" 

Despite  witnessing  the  violent  incident,  the  Angelettes  plan  to  return  to  the  festival  next  year.  "We 
both  felt  very  safe  and  plan  on  attending  again,"  Angelette  said.  "The  problem  wasn't  lack  of  police 
coverage.  The  problems  could  have  happened  anytime,  anywhere."

The  ensemble  presents  at  least  one  solo  j 
events  Northwestern  sponsors,  such  as  the  Lady  of  the  Bracelet  pageant. 

According  to  Hank  Cannon,  a  senior  journalism  major  and  dancer,  the  addition  of  the  dance  ensemble  has 
increased  the  opportunities  for  those  students  in  Fine  Arts  1040  to  complete  their  dance  requirements.  "Before  Ed  came 
to  Northwestern,  there  were  very  few  dance  performances;  now  there  is  at  least  one  each  semester,"  Cannon  said. 

The  students  who  participate  in  the  ensemble  usually  change  each  semester  depending  upon  their  class  and 
theatre  load.  "Most  of  the  dancers  are  in  advanced  jazz  and  other  classes  and  it  becomes  difficult  to  juggle  all  the  shows," 

Cannon  said.  "Last  semester  the  dance  perfor- 
mance was  sacrificed  because  of  A  Chorus  Line'." 
Last  year,  the  dance  ensemble  performed  selec- 
tions from  the  musical,  "Cats."  This  year,  the 
ensemble  will  be  performing  it  again,  but  with  a 
smaller  number  of  dancers  and  slightly  different 
choreography.  The  group  will  be  showcasing  its 
talent  with  the  Natchitoches  Arts  Council  on  May 
6,  which  will  hopefully  make  the  citizens  of 
Natchitoches  aware  of  any  funding  they  might 
need. 

"These  dancers  are  very  serious  about  what 
they  are  doing,"  Cannon  said.  "For  so  long  we  were 
only  able  to  dance  in  class,  now  we  are  able  to 
showcase  our  talent." 

Cannon  feels  this  ensemble 
has  helped  to  develop  the  dance 
and  theatre  department  at 
Northwestern.  Not  only  can 
these  students  dance,  but  they 
can  sing  and  act  as  well.

lthough  its  name  has  changed 
several  times  over  the  past  45  years, 
the  function  of  Northwestern's  nurs- 
ing program  has  not.  Today,  it  re- 
mains one  of  the  top  programs  in  the 
state  for  preparing  students  to  work 
in  the  health  care  field. 

"In  the  beginning,  all  we  had 
to  offer  was  a  nursing  program  offer- 
ing two  degrees  at  a  small  state  col- 
lege," said  Carol  Allen,  associate  di- 
rector for  undergraduate  programs 
in  nursing. 

Only  four  years  after  its  incep- 
tion in  1953,  the  Department  of  Nurs- 
ing became  the  School  of  Nursing 
because  of  its  rapidly  growing  enroll- 
ment. 

Northwestern's  general  stu- 
dent body  also  continued  to  grow  and 
achieved  university  status  by  1970. 
At  this  point,  the  School  of  Nursing 
became  the  College  of  Nursing. 

Eventually,  a  Master's  of  Sci- 
ence in  Nursing  degree  was  offered 
with  the  following  areas  of  clinical 
concentration:  Adult  Nursing,  Criti- 
cal Care  Nursing  of  the  Adult,  Family 
Nurse  Practitioner,  Maternal  Child 
Nursing  and  Mental  Health/Psychi- 
atric Nursing. 

As  more  programs  were  added, 
another  name  change  became  neces- 
sary. This  past  year  nursing  educa- 
tion at  Northwestern  was  renamed 


by  Chris  Burfid 
the  Division  of  Nursing  and  Allii 
Health  (DONAH).  Currently,  in  1 
dition  to  the  Bachelor  of  Science,  M 
sociate  and  Master  of  Science  degre< 
in  nursing,  DONAH  offers  a  Bached 
of  Science  degree  in  Radiologic  Tec 
nology-General  Diagnostics,  a  Bac: 
elor  of  Science  in  Radiologic  Technd 
ogy-Nuclear  Medicine,  a  Bachelor! 
Science  Nurse  completion  degree,  ad 
many  nontraditional  and  continuii 
education  classes  to  keep  the  Alum 
aware  of  changes  in  the  industrj 
These  various  classes  are  being  taugi 
on  the  Shreveport  campus,  as  well  i 
in  Natchitoches,  Leesville  and  Ale] 
andria. 

An  exciting  new  Distant! 
Learning  program  using  two-way  i: 
teractive  television  is  being  devd 
oped  for  use  in  Bunkie  and  Winnfiei 
"The  advent  of  telecommunicatiJ 
offered  courses  and  associate 
telemedicine  places  the  DONAH  cjj 
the  cutting  edge  of  health  care  educ 
tionand  practice,"  said  Dr.  ArM 
Airhart,  Director  of  DONAH. 

Northwestern  nursing  studei 
find  the   academic  standards 
DONAH  very  challenging.  Howevc 
graduates     take  pride  in  knowi 
that  DONAH  is  consistently  rank<| 
among  the  top  nursing  schools  in 
state.  Northwestern  is  one  of  t^ 
schools  in  Louisiana  with  a  high  pas 
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ing  rate  for  the  NCLEX,  the  licensing 
exam  for  registered  nurses. 

Students  of  DONAH  are  al- 
lowed access  to  many  clinical  facili- 
ties in  the  Shreveport  area.  Avail- 
able to  students  are  20  separate  hos- 
pitals and  clinics  with  a  combined 
total  bed  capacity  of  over  4000. 

The  quality  of  these  facilities  is 
important  to  note.  The  Louisiana 
State  University  Medical  Center  in 
Shreveport  offers  excellent  experi- 
ence as  a  Level  One  Trauma  Center. 
The  Shriner's  Hospital  provides  pe- 
diatric orthopedic  care  for  children  in 
Louisiana,  Arkansas,  Mississippi, 
Oklahoma,  Texas  and  Central 
America.  These  are  just  two  of  the 
health  care  institutions  available  to 
Northwestern's  nursing  students. 

By  greatly  expanding  its 
courses  and  programs  in  the  last  sev- 
eral decades,  and  by  making  access  to

Erica  Wadsley  and  Laura 
Herrera  are  two  students  who  are 
attempting  to  earn  their  degrees  while 
juggling  marriage  and  family  life. 

Both  are  enrolled  in  the  ADN 
program  at  Northwestern  and  hope 
to  enter  clinicals  in  the  fall. 

Herrera,  mother  of  a  2-year- 
old  daughter,  admits  that  trying  to 
attend  classes  and  studying  as  well 
as  being  a  wife  and  mother  is  not 
always  easy.

>rthwestern  is  one  of  only  three 
universities  in  the  state  to  offer  a 
four-year  radiologic  technology  de- 
gree. 

The  radiology  program  consists 
of  two  years  of  intense  prerequisites, 
with  an  emphasis  on  the  sciences. 
Upon  completion,  students  may  then 
apply  for  acceptance  into  the  clinical 
phase.  The  students  during  clinical 
phase  do  their  rotations  at  various 
Shreveport  hospitals,  clinics  and 
other  facilities. 

The  field  of  radiology  is  con- 
stantly changing.  The  program  offers 
several  areas  of  study ,  including:  gen- 
eral diagnostic  and  fluoroscopy,  com- 
puterized axial  tomography,  magnetic 
resonance  imaging,  special  proce- 
dures, ultrasound,  nuclear  medicine 
and  mammography. 

The  students  are  involved  in 
organizations  and  conferences  and 
can  be  members  of  the  American  So- 
ciety of  Radiologic  Technology,  the 
Louisiana  Society  of  Radiologic  Tech- 
nology and  the  National  Society  of 
Radiologic  Technology. 

The  students  attend  midwin- 
ter, summer  and  state  conferences 
with  students  from  other  schools.

.or  Northwestern  nursing  stu- 
dents, going  through  classes  and 
clinicals  are  difficult  experiences.  For 
Karen  Smith-Buckley,  it's  even  worse. 

Buckley  relocated  to  the  United 
States  from  England  one  year  ago. 
Her  experience  with  U.S.  culture 
hasn't  been  completely  favorable. 

Buckley  says  one  of  her  biggest 
problems  is  learning  American  nurs- 
ing terminology.  Adjusting  was  diffi- 
cult in  the  beginning. 

"Some  people  were  helpful  and 
some  were  not  at  all  helpful,"  Buckley 
said.  "Denise  in  the  office  here,  and 
Beth  Hayes,  they're  incredibly  nice. 
Denise  has  been  very,  very  good.  She's 
helped  me  a  lot."  . 

Buckley  had  problems  with  the 
American  system  of  education  as  well. 

"When  I  came  here,  I  didn't  even 
know  what  a  semester  was.  We  don't 
use  the  word  semester,"  she  said. 

But,  that  is  not  where  her  prob- 
lems with  the  American  system  ended. 
She  also  had  no  high  school  diploma, 
and  had  never  heard  of  an  ACT  test. 

"Nobody  in  England  has  a  high 
school  diploma  because  you  take  dif- 
ferent exams,"  Buckley  said.  "You  de- 
cided if  you  want  to  take  o-levels  or 
cse's  or  a-levels  ." 

The  lack  of  an  ACT  score  also 
detained  Buckley  somewhat. 

"The  first  semester  I  got  here 
they  wouldn't  allow  me  take  anything 
other  than  remedial  courses  because  I 
hadn't  taken  an  ACT  test,  I  didn't 
even  know  what  an  ACT  test  was," 


Buckley  said.  "So  I  took  remedi 
math  and  I  was  supposed  to  tal 
remedial  English  but  I  tested  out 
that  and  I  took  English  101." 

However,  for  Buckley  the  mo 
frustrating  thing  is  not  the  America 
college  system  itself,  but  the  fact  th 
in  order  to  even  take  the  state  boan 
to  become  an  LPN  in  Louisiana,  si 
must  have  graduated  from  an  accre 
ited  U.S.  college.  Louisiana  is  tl 
only  state  with  that  rule. 

This  wouldn't  be  such  a  pit) 
lem  if  it  weren't  for  the  fact  th 
Smith-Buckley  has  already  been  e 
tensively  trained  to  be  a  nurse  und 
the  British  system. 

"When  I  did  my  training 
England,  you  were  interviewed 
Buckley  said.  "Then  you  started  wii 
12  weeks  in  school  where  youlearn< 
anatomy/physiology  and  varioi 
other  things.  Then  you  learned  yoi 
basics  like  bed  bath  and  you  we 
sent  to  a  geriatric  ward  and  you  spe: 
six  or  eight  weeks  there.  You  work< 
8-9  hour  days  for  five  days  a  week  ai 
you  bathed  patients." 

"You  did  their  general  care  ai 
you  learned  basic  bedside  nursii 
before  you  went  on  to  do  anythii 
else,"  Buckley  said.  "Then  you'd  j 
back  into  school  for  a  few  weeks  ai 
you'd  go  on  to  your  next  ward  whi( 
might  be  surgical  or  medical  and  yc 
did  that  through  the  whole  two  yea 
of  your  training."

le  Student  Nurses  Association 
at  Northwestern  State  University 
began  in  the  1940's  as  a  school  orga- 
nization.

For  years  this  student  associa- 
tion has  been  one  of  the  largest  in  the 
state  as  well  as  the  entire  country. 
The  SNA  currently  has  over  three 
hundred  active  members  and  is 
steadily  growing.  The  purpose  of  this 
group  is  to  serve  nursing  students 
and  the  community. 

Breakthrough  to  Nursing, 
Pairs  and  Partners,  and  Community 
Projects  are  programs  unique  to  SNA.

She  is  currently  working  to- 
ward her  LPN.  She  hopes  that  if 
Northwestern's  program  to  enable 
LPNs  to  work  toward  becoming  RNs 
becomes  a  reality,  she  would  like  to 
eventually  attempt  to  become  an  RN. 

For  the  moment,  Smith- 
Buckley  is  working  as  an  LPN  student 
at  Willis-Knighton  and  a  patient 
care  technician  at  Schumpert.  She 
says  that  the  work  load  there  is  much 
less  than  what  she  was  used  to  in 
England. 

"The  ward  work  is  different 
because  the  hospital  I  worked  in  had 
the  nightingale  wards,"  Buckley  said. 
"You  have  15  beds  to  each  side  and  I'll 
tell  you  now  the  nurses  have  it  easy 
here.  I  ran  a  medical  ward  on  night 
duty.  I  was  in  charge  and  I  had  a 
nursing  auxiliary  and  a  student. 
There  were  three  of  us  on  for  30 
patients.  We  had  to  do  all  the  beds 
and  all  the  care  for  30  patients,  and 
the  nurses  complain  here  about  car- 
ing for  eight  patients." 

Smith-Buckley  finds  her  cur- 
rent patient  load  lighter. 

"I  think  I'm  finding  this 
LPN  course  boring  because  they  give 
me  three  hours  to  work  in  the  hospi- 
tal and  they  give  me  two  patients," 
she  said.  "Well  I  can't  find  enough  to 
do  in  three  hours  with  those  two  pa- 
tients. You  know  I  think  they're  fed 
up  with  me  going  back  saying  'Is 
there  anything  else  I  can  do  for  you?"' 

Having  experienced  the  En- 
glish and  now  the  American  nursing 
systems,  Buckley  feels  that  the  two 
can  learn  something  from  each  other. 

In  the  English  system,  more 
emphasis  is  placed  upon  actual  hands- 
on  experience,  while  in  the  U.S.,  more 
focus  is  placed  on  text  knowledge. 
She  feels  that  treatment  of  pressure 
area  wounds  is  far  superior  in  En- 
gland, but  says  that  equipment  in  the 
U.S.  is  more  outstanding  than  that 


overseas. 

Like  others,  she  thinks  that 
the  two  nursing  boards  would  coopei 
ate  more,  both  systems  would  bee 
efit. 

"Perhaps  if  we  could  get  td 
gether  and  meet  in  the  middle  soma 
where,"  said  Smith-Buckley,  "we 
get  a  far  better  course." 

Perhaps  both  would  have  be* 
ter  nurses  as  well.H

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Hippler  Plans  for 
Better  Campus  Phon

T 


i  he  growth  of  Northwestern  has  not  only  contributed  to  crammed  dormitories,  it's 
crammed  the  phone  lines  of  students  trying  to  call  onto  or  off  of  campus. 

New  phone  systems  are  in  the  works,  but  presently  problems  persist  with  finding 
open  lines  during  busy  hours  or  using  a  calling  card. 

Stanley  Hippler,  director  of  the  computer  center  and  manager  of  Northwestern 's 
phone  systems,  says  the  university  is  starting  its  second  year  with  Sprint,  the  present  long 
distance  carrier,  adding  that  Sprint's  selling  point  is  AOS  or  alternative  operator  service. 
"What  that  really  means  to  the  on  campus  population  here  at  Northwestern  is 
that  when  you  dial  '0',  you  will  get  a  Sprint  operator,  not  the  local  South  Central  Bell 
operator,"  Hippler  said. 

It  also  means  that  when  students  dial  '0+,'  or  operator-assisted  phone  calls, 
Sprint  becomes  the  carrier  for  the  call,  not  South  Central  Bell. 

"The  reason  for  this  is  that  Sprint  has  worked  out  a  deal  with,  in  our  case,  the 
state  of  Louisiana  so  they  can  provide  the  operator  service  to  us  and  they  give  us  back  a 
percentage  of  the  long  distance  call,"  Hippler  said.  "I  think  we  get  about  7  percent  of  the 
total  percentage  of  the  call." 

Hippler  explained  that  being  a  part  of  the  Sprint  system  is  probably  voluntary  on 
the  university's  part,  but  he  thinks  most  schools  in  the  state  have  it. 

Calling  cards  are  required  to  make  long  distance  calls  from  the  dormitories.  Some 
problems  have  occurred  but  mostly  with  AT&T  cards. 

"The  AT&T  card  causes  the  most  problems,"  Hippler  said.  "AT&T  saw  long 
distance  competition  coming  a  couple  of  years  ago  and  what  they  have  done  is  create  what 
they  call  a  proprietary  card.  They  will  not  give  that  information  to  other  long  distance 
carriers  and  that  could  cause  problems  when  you're  on  a  Sprint  or  MCI  system." 

Northwestern's  size  has  also  contributed  to  its  problems  with  the  phone  lines. 
The  increase  of  on-campus  residents  and  interest  in  the  on-line  computer  service  have 
prompted  increases  in  calls  from  on  and  off  campus.  This  ties  up  the  phone 
lines  and  gives  student  trying  to  call  off  campus  and  others  trying  to  call  from 
off  to  on  campus  a  busy  signal. 

"This  is  only  my  opinion,  but  I  believe  the  new  apartment  com- 
plex has  contributed  to  the  problems,"  Hippler  said.  "Since  it's  an  off  campus 
phone  service,  there  are  more  students  calling  to  and  from  the  apartments 
and  that  ties  up  phone  lines." 

Hope  for  better  phone  access  is  here.  Hippler  is  presently  working 
on  updating  the  Northwestern  phone  system,  but  decisions  about  the  system 
are  held  up  in  Baton  Rouge. 

"I'm  sitting  here  deciding  if  we  should  try  to  update  this  old  phone 
system,  which  by  old  I  only  mean  five  years,  or  should  we  try  to  get  a  whole 
new  system,"  Hippler  said.  "The  state  has  got  the  telephone  contracts  and 
they  have  not  been  able  to  get  a  bid  completed.  It  was  supposed  to  have  been 
done  by  now,  but  evidently  they  had  some  major  questions  with  the  bid  and 
we're  having  to  resubmit  it." 

According  to  Hippler,  if  anything  were  added  to  the  present  phone 
system  it  would  require  a  major  investment.  Replacement  of  the  system  may 
be  an  alternative,  but  a  solution  is  being  planned. 

"If  we  tried  to  add  anything  we  would  have  to  make  changes,"  Hip- 
pler said.  "We  pretty  much  have  it  full.  Phone  systems  use  to  last  years  and 
years  and  years.  Now  since  they  are  computers,  they  get  outdated  quickly." 
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'bme  Northwestern  students,  mainly  journalism  majors,  feel  it  is  their  responsibility  to  keep  their  fellow  students  informed 
and  entertained.  So  they  devote  their  time  and  energy  to  the  various  student  media  on  campus. 

There  are  four  media  at  Northwestern  including  Current  Sauce,  Potpourri,  Argus  and  the  campus  radio  station,  KNWD. 
Each  fulfills  a  different  aspect  of  media  and  member- 
ship is  open  to  all  students  —  not  just  journalism 
majors. 

Current  Sauce,  Northwestern's  weekly  news- 
paper was  established  in  1911,  is  operated  completely 
by  students.  The  paper  covers  campus  and  community 
activities  as  well  as  relevant  social  issues  that  concern 
students.  The  paper  features  campus  news,  feature 
stories,  editorial  comments  and  sports.  This  year  Cam- 
pus Forum  and  a  Lifestyles  section  have  been  added. 
"We  have  tried  to  expand  coverage  of  cam- 
pus," Editor  Jeff  Guin  said.  "We  wanted  to  keep  stu- 
dents better  informed.  This  year  we  have  a  Lifestyles 
page.  It  talks  about  the  way  students  live  and  what 
they  are  interested  in.  Also  added  was  the  Campus 
Forum  page  with  student  columns,  so  the  students 
have  a  voice  on  campus." 

This  year's  staff  is  headed  by  Jeff  Guin,  editor; 
Bridgette  Morvant,  managing  editor;  and  Jane 
Baldwin,  news  editor. 

Current  Sauce  shares  the  Student  Publica- 
tions Suite  with  the  yearbook  in  225  Kyser  Hall. 

Northwestern's  year- 
book, Potpourri  ,  is  also  a  stu- 
dent-run publication.  Each  book 
features  March  to  March  cover- 
age of  school  events  and  issues  that  affect  students  throughout  the  year.  The  book  comes  out  in  early  May. 
"We  are  trying  to  do  something  a  little  different  this  year  so  it  stands  out,"  Assistant  Editor  Brenda 
Bryant  said. 

Potpourri  staff  this  year  includes  Jeremy  Broussard,  editor;  Brenda  Bryant,  assistant  editor;  and 
Nikole  Neuner,  photo  editor. 

Argus  is  the  annual  literary  magazine  put  together  by  students.  Each  year,  the  magazine  features 
poems,  short  stories,  artwork  and  photographs  by  students  that  were  chosen  in  a  contest  held  each  fall.  Argus 
is  published  each  spring,  and  this  year's  editor  is  Amy  Daldry. 

Established  in  November  1973,  KNWD,  the  student  run  radio  station  has  been  rocking  students  with 
its  noncommercial  and  special  brand  of  style  for  over  20  years.  The  Demon  is  a  24-hour  station  that  offers  a 
variety  of  music  and  radio  personalities  to  students  and  local  residents. 

All  disc  jockey  positions  are  filled  by  student  volunteers  and  the  general  manager  of  the  station  is  also 
a  Northwestern  student.  This  year's  manager  Jeff  Burkett,  is  proud  of  the  diversity  of  music  the  station  offers. 
"We  play  rock,  alternative,  rap,  r&b,  gospel,  new  rock  and  classic  rock,"  Burkett  said. 
All  four  of  the  student  media  provide  learning  experiences  for  students  who  want  to  participate  in 
publishing  and  broadcasting  and  interested  students  are  encouraged  to  do  so.

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Off  Campus  Hobbies

)r  Jeff  Lang  and  Karen  Brumfield,  spare  time  is  an  opportunity  to  exercise,  train  and  have  fun.  Lang  is  an 
orange  belt  in  the  Shin  Keichu  Ryu  karate  system.  Brumfield  rows  in  several  races  around  the  country.  They  have 
each  found  personal  ways  to  expand  their  bodies  as  well  as  their  minds  while  here  at  Northwestern. 

Lang  has  been  learning  this  form  of  self  defense  since  June  1994.  His  orange  belt  is  only  the  beginning  of  his 
karate  plans. 

"I  want  to  eventually  get  my  black  belt  and  teach,"  Lang  says.  "I  would  really  enjoy  showing  others  this  art." 
Lang's  interest  in  karate  started  when  he  wanted  to  get  involved  in  something  strenuous  so  he  could  exercise. 
Karate  is  now  a  way  for  Lang  to  get  in  shape,  learn  self-discipline  and  focus  mental  and  physical  abilities 
simultaneously. 

"I  want  to  better  my  physical  and  mental 
skills  and  learn  to  act  and  react  on  a  moment's 
notice  to  threatening  situations  that  may  oc- 
cur," Lang  says. 

Lang  trains  in  martial  arts  at  Ichiban 
Dojo,  where  he  feels  he's  learned  from  the  best. 
"'O'  Sensei  (Mark  Williams)  is  a  sixth 
degree  black  belt,  which  is  the  highest  in  this 
style,"  he  says.  "It's  obvious  that  he  can  teach 
me  what  it  takes  to  be  good.  I  don't  want  a  belt 
that  doesn't  mean  anything." 

Balancing  school  work  and  karate  isn't  a 
problem  for  Lang.  In  fact,  he  says  it  helps  him 
relieve  stress  he  picks  up  at  school. 

Rowing  a  boat  in  a  river  use  to  be  a 
means  of  transportation,   but  for  Karen 
Brumfield  it  has  become  a  means  of  relaxation. 
Karen  participates  in  crew  races  around  the 
country  but  is  not  affiliated 
with  Northwestern  Crew. 
Brumfield  and  her 
fiancee',  Will  Grant,  row  as 
much  as  15  miles  each  prac- 
tice five  times  a  week.  They 
compete  together  in  a  boat 
they  borrow  from  Rick  Carter,  former  rowing  coach  at  Washburn  University  in  Kansas. 

Rowing  on  her  own  time  has  several  advantages.  Brumfield  says,  the  greatest  advan- 
tage is  scheduling. 

"This  way  we  can  go  out  at  our  own  convenience,"  she  said.  "If  our  schedules  are  tight, 
we  just  go  out  in  the  morning  before  school  starts." 

For  Brumfield,  training  for  the  World  Rowing  Marathon  on  Natchitoches'  Cane  River 
is  the  toughest  training. 

"There's  really  no  way  to  train  for  it.  You  just  have  to  get  out  there  and  put  in  the 
miles,"  she  says. 

Brumfield  balances  class  work  and  workouts  without  difficulty.  She  feels  that  the

rice  differences  between  Wal-Mart  and  Le  Rendezvous  food  items  have  prompted  several  student  complaints  this  year, 
causing  ARA  representatives  to  reevaluate  the  effectiveness  of  its  programs  on  campus. 

They're  [prices]  kind  of  expensive, "said  Chad  Sullivan,  a  freshman  from  Arlington,  Texas.  "I  could  eat  cheaper  off 
campus." 

Similar  gripes  have  crossed  Kenny  Hemmer's  desk  and  concerned  the  manager  of  Le  Rendezvous,  who  felt  that 
campus  food  services  competed  with  the  fast  food  chains  but  in  some  cases  were  unable  to  set  competitive  grocery  store 
prices. 

"Most  anything  you  buy  from  behind  my  counter ...  is  price  competitive  with  any  other  place  in  town,"  Hemmer  said 
with  a  firm  voice  and  a  shake  of  his  finger. 

Hemmer  has  attempted  to  add  grocery  store-type  items  to  Le  Rendezvous  for  the  convenience  of  the  students— not 
for  the  profit  of  ARA.  In  his  selection  of  various  staples  for  student  purchase,  he  said  that  he  tries  to  keep  his  prices  in  line 
with  competitors  in  the  area. 

"If  a  student  ever  has  a  problem  with  the  price  of  something  I  make,  I'll  look  into  it,"  Hemmer  said.  "But  students 
don't  understand  that  we're  a  restaurant  and  we're  trying  to  sell  grocery  store  items 
.  .  .  and  we're  just  not  set  up  to  do  that." 

Hemmer  explained  that  grocery  stores  bought  bulk  amounts  of  items 
and  could  offer  lower  prices  on  those  goods,  causing  a  difference  in  prices.  In  some 
cases,  Hemmer  said  that  he  had  no  choice  in  his  pricing  because  of  the  low  volume 
purchases  he  makes— for  the  students'  convenience  only.  However,  he  admits  that 
some  students  do  not  understand  and  will  shop  elsewhere. 

"I  don't  like  buying  cokes  from  Itza  because  I  can  get  them  at  Wal-Mart 
for  about  $2.50  per  12-pack,"  said  Miranda  Coon,  a  freshman  from  Jena.  "I  think  paying 
$5  a  six-pack  is  too  expensive." 

Fred  Fulton,  vice  president  of  student  affairs,  felt  that  ARA  adequately 
competed  with  restaurants  but  could  not  possibly  lower  prices  to  equal  grocery  stores. 
He  added  that  most  students  complained  about  food  prices  without  understanding 
total  costs  of  food  and  services  to  ARA. 

"The  university  benefits  financially  from  the  contract  also  .  .  . 
That's  one  of  the  things  students  don't  know,"  Fulton  explained. 

According  to  Fulton,  ARA  paid  $200,000  yearly  to  lease  and 
operate  Iberville  Dining  Hall,  Vic's  Cafeteria  and  Le  Rendezvous.  ARA 
received  an  exclusive  catering  contract  with  the  university  but  paid  15 
percent  of  all  cash  sales  to  Northwestern. 

Another  cost  for  the  food  service  was  "financing"  meal  plans 
through  the  university.  Fulton  said  that  students  who  paid  for  meal  plans  with  loans  and  used  promissory 
notes  were  allowed  to  dine  until  they  were  able  to  pay  the  bill  to  the  university.  Once  the  university  received 
payment,  the  institution  paid  ARA  for  food  it  already  "sold." 

"Someone  lost  money  here,"  Fulton  said,  "And  it  was  not  the  students." 

Fulton  and  Hemmer  agreed  that  grocery  store  competition  pales  in  comparison  to  dining  at  Iberville's 
all-you-can-eat  buffet  called  "The  Restaurant  Collection." 

"We've  set  out  to  make  Iberville  the  premier  dining  place  on  campus,"  Hemmer  said.  "That  is  the  best 
buy  for  students." 

Students  still  don't  agree,  and  constantly  complain  to  Fulton,  Hemmer,  and  Chuck  Weaver,  director  of 
ARA  Campus  Dining  Services 

In  response  to  student  complaints,  Weaver  compared  prices  between  Le  Rendezvous  and  local  fast  food 
restaurants  and  found  that  the  only  items  significantly  higher  priced  on  the  Grille  Works  menu  are  the  grilled 
chicken  and  fish  sandwiches. 

"You've  got  to  look  at  the  convenience  .  .  .  that  it's  right  here  on  campus,"  Hemmer  said.  "You've  got  to 
look  at  the  fact  that  basically,  on  a  meal  card  you're  paying  a  finance  charge  .  .  there  is  a  lot  involved  in  the 
meal  card  process  that  people  don't  understand."

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ver  since  the  June  12  slayings  of  Nicole  Brown  Simpson  and  her  friend  Ronald  Goldman, 
the  media,  whether  it  be  television,  newspapers  or  magazines,  have  been  dominated  by  the  O.J. 
Simpson  case. 

As  interesting  as  it  may  be,  the  constant  publicity  of  the  double  murder  and  trial  has  started 
to  prove  to  be  a  little  too  much.  Some  people  are  getting  disgusted  with  the  role  the  media  has  played 
in  the  case. 

Michelle  Fuller,  a  freshman  psychology  major,  believes  that  the  public  is  viewing  Simpson 
as  innocent  because  of  his  background  without  looking  at  the  complete  picture. 

"I'm  sick  of  it  because  they're  making  him  sound  like  a  hero  instead  of  a  murderer,"  Fuller 
said.  "I  know  you  are  supposed  to  be  innocent  until  proven  guilty,  but  he  is  not  a  saint.  The  media 
has  played  a  big  role  in  all  of  this,  and  has  made 
public  opinion  think  that  O.J.  is  good  guy  and 
that  the  courts  need  to  lay  off  of  him." 

And  others  support  Fuller,  and  add 
that  coverage  of  this  case  seems  to  be  taking  the 
public's  focus  away  from  the  current  problems 
of  society. 

"I'm  tired  of  the  O.J.  Simpson  case 
because  so  many  kids  are  being  killed  every  day 
and  so  many  other  crimes  are  being  commit- 
ted," Jacob  Johnson,  a  junior  elementary  educa- 
tion major,  said.  "So  many  other  problems  could 
be  covered  by  the  media,  but  they  neglect  all  of 
those.  Everything  seems  to  focus  around  an  ex- 
football  player  who  killed  his  wife." 

Gabriel  Stewart,  a 
junior  physical  education 
major,  admitted  that  he  is 
sick  of  the  publicity,  but 
added  that  this  publicity 
will  ultimately  award  him  his  innocence. 

"I  think  he's  innocent,"  Stewart  said.  "I  think  that  is  just  way  too  much 
stuff  to  go  through  to  prove  that  you're  innocent,"  Stewart  explained.  "The 
reporters  need  to  back  off  of  him." 

The  public  can't  deny  that  the  Simpson  hearings  have  been  a  constant  on 
television,  but  some  feel  that  the  newspaper  industry  has  committed  overkill. 
David  Wilson,  a  junior  advertising  design  major,  has  considered  putting 
the  newspaper  down  for  good.  "I  thought  maybe  each  paper  should  have  it's  own 
O.J.  section,"  Wilson  said.  "That  way  anyone  who  wanted  to  read  about  it  could 
just  go  straight  to  it  and  have  a  field  day  reading  about  O.J." 

Some  take  a  more  lighthearted  approach  to  the  nation's  obsession  with 
the  O.J.  case,  whether  it  be  television  or  print  media. 

"I  couldn't  tell  the  difference  if  it  was  the  O.J.  Simpson  trial  or  'Animaniacs'," 
Thomas  H.  Worsham  IV,  a  senior  sociology  major,  said.  "Other  than  that  I 
believe  FOX  is  doing  a  good  job  with  football  this  year."

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ue  to  bad  weather  and  other  setbacks,  the  campus  beautification  project  has  been  delayed  more  than  once, 
and  W.K.  Norman,  assistant  director  of  physical  plant,  agrees  that  there  have  been  some  minor  problems  and 
readjustments  since  the  beginning  of  this  project. 

However,  Norman  said  that  campus  beautification  is  a  project  which  will  help  Northwestern  accommodate 
the  future  growth  expected  within  the  next  five  years. 

"We  hired  Lane  Marshall,  a  landscape  architect,  to  research  traffic  patterns  and  growth," 
Norman  said.  "We  have  taken  the  information  given  to  us  and  advanced  it  to  what  we  consider 
Northwestern"s  21st  Century." 

According  to  Norman,  Northwestern's  expected  growth  is  five  percent  annually,  which 
equals  approximately  450  new  students  each  year.  The  enrollment  is  expected  to  reach  to 
10,000+  mark  very  soon. 

"In  order  to  counteract  insurmountable  problems,  we  have  implemented  this  project, 
which  will  make  Northwestern  primarily  a  pedestrian  campus,"  Norman  said. 

According  to  John  Winston,  vice  president  of  University  Affairs,  the  campus  beautifica- 
tion project  will  benefit  all  of  the  students  in  the  long  run  despite  the  seemingly  disruptive 
process  that  is  causing  doubts. 

"Northwestern  is  a  beautiful  campus  and  it  didn't  just  happen  by  accident,"  Winston  said. 
"The  University  has  made  sacrifices  to  uphold  this  standard.  There  will  always  be  growing 
pains  and  this  phase  is  a  prime  example  of  what  you  must  first  experience  before  you  can  see 
the  benefits." 

Norman  and  Winston  agreed  that  although  students  might  have 
some  reason  for  complaint,  parking  on  campus  should  not  be  a  reason. 
Both  said  because  of  the  lack  of  utilization  of  parking  spaces  at  Prather 
Coliseum  that  "we  have  no  justification  for  adding  new  parking  lots." 

"Due  to  the  large  number  of  parking  spaces  open,  we  cannot  receive 
approval  from  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Board  of  Regents  and  the  Traffic  and  Safety  committee  to 
add  new  lots,"  Norman  said. 

Other  ideas  have  been  discussed  in  regard  to  the  use  of  parking  at  Prather  such  as  a  shut- 
tle bus  system,  but  nothing  definite  has  been  decided.  Winston  said  that  if  students  really  want 
to  improve  parking  on  campus  then  perhaps  they  should  voice  interest  in  this  idea. 
"There  are  four  phases  to  the  campus  beautification  project;  and  if  everything  continues 
smoothly,  the  first  phase  will  be  completed  by  Jan.  1,"  Norman  said.

Victory  is  a  mascot  with  a  history 


Over  70  years  ago,  when  Northwestern  was  still  known  as  Louisiana  State  Normal  College, 
the  football  team  had  no  mascot.  Local  papers  referred  to  the  team  as  "our  faithful  warriors,"  but  no 
official  name  had  been  given. 

In  1923,  President  Victor  L.  Roy  suggested  that  a  contest  be  held,  with  student  submissions, 
to  chose  a  mascot  for  the  school. 

The  student  submissions  ranged  from  groundhogs  and  wasps,  to  giants  and  emperors,  with 
the  final  decision  to  made  by  a  committee  of  three  which  included  President  Roy,  Dr.  Jesse  Hazard  and 
Mr.  John  Guardia,  who  narrowed  the  decision  down  to  two,  the  Braves  or  the  Demons.  The  committee 
then  chose  to  let  the  students  make  the  final  decision. 

The  students  chose  to  make  the  school's  official  mascot  the  "Demons." 

The  next  change  would  come  in  1984  when  Ray  Carney,  director  of  external  affairs,  would 
chose  the  name  "Vic",  from  over  300  entries,  for  the  mascot.  (Vic,  by  the  way,  is  short  for  victory). 

Almost  10  years  later, 
Vic  would  gain  notoriety  with 
nationwide  sports  fans,  when 
he  and  Chief  Brave  Spirit. 
Northeast  Louisiana  Univer- 
sity's mascot,  got  into  a  brawl 
that  ended  up  being  voted  by 
CNN  viewers  as  fourth  on  their 
"Plays  of  the  Year"  show. 

Vic  lived  up  to  his 
name  and  proclaimed  the  win- 
ner by  almost  all  who  saw  the 
battle,  except,  of  course,  North- 
east fans. 

This  year,  however, 
will  be  the  most  challenging 
one  for  Vic.  Not  only  will  he  get 
his  second  face-lift  in  seventy 
years,  but  he  will  also  go  to 
Cuba. 

Jeff  Beck,  this  year's 
Vic  got  called  into  service  dur- 
ing November  and  was  sta- 
tioned at  Guantanamo  Bay.  He 
went,  of  course,  without  the 
costume. 

Beck  returned  in  De- 
cember to  resume  his  duties  as 
the  mascot  and  await  the  new
